2.  Align  the  sheets  in  the  binder  so  that  the  studs  or  posts  fit  into  the  slots  in 
the  metal  casing,  on  the  inside  of  the  cover. 

3.  Push  in  the  locking  rod,  so  that  the  3  studs  or  posts  are  securely  engaged. 

TO  LOCK  PERMANENTLY: 

When  the  book  has  been  completed,  it  can  be  permanently  sealed,  as 
follows: 

1.  Remove  the  small  wrench  from  the  white  box  sent  with  the  binder. 

2.  Raise  the  top  cover  to  an  angle  of  not  over  90°,  and  pull  out  the  locking 
rod. 

3.  Place  the  hooked  end  of  the  wrench  on  the  rod  and  break  off  the 
exposed  part  of  the  rod. 

4.  Carefully  align  the  studs  or  posts  in  the  slots  in  the  metal  casing  on  the 
inside  of  the  cover. 

5.  With  the  small  end  of  the  wrench,  push  the  rod  into  the  casing,  making 
sure  it  engages  the  three  studs. 

6.  Repeat  this  operation,  on  the  lower  cover. 

NOTE:  Never  have  both  locking  rods  released  at  the  same  time,  and  do 
not  break  the  ends  off  until  the  book  is  to  be  sealed  permanently.

VIII.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 


A.         General  Manager  Mott  met  with  representatives  of  the 

State  Division  of  Beaches  and  Parks,   the  State  Department 
of  Water  Resources,   the  Livermore  Area  Park  District, 
and  others  to  discuss  the  development  of  Del  Valle  Reser- 
voir.    He  showed  the  Board  a  drawing  of  the  proposed 
reservoir  and  described  plans  for  the  area,   pointing  out 
the  points  of  access,   and  commenting  that  sources  of 
potable  water  would  be  developed.     He  said  that  funds  for 
construction  and  development  would  be  requested  at  the 
1963  legislature,   and  that  the  State  Division  of  Beaches  and 
Parks  would  be  responsible  for  planning  development. 
They  are  supposed  to  find  a  local  agency  to  operate  the 
area  as  a  park,    and  are  now  in  the  process  of  determining 
what  agency  should  do  this.     Both  Livermore  Area  Park 
District  and  the  Regional  Park  District  have  indicated  an 
interest  in  the  operation,   and  Livermore  has  applied  to 
the  State  for  this  project. 

The  General  Manager  said  that  there  would  be  a  request 
for  ten  million  dollars  for  development  costs,   and  they 
will  not  receive  less  than  an  amount  needed  to  develop  at 
least  one  operating  unit.     There  is  only  a  premature  master 
plan  for  development  of  the  area.     Further  study  will  be 
required  to  develop    a  complete  master  plan. 

Several  things  came  up  during  the  discussion.     They  do 
not  know  where  they  will  get  potable  water.     They  may 
build  a  filtration  and  chlorinating  plant  below  the  dam  to 
serve  the  Del  Valle  area  to  provide  water  for  Pleasanton 
and  Livermore.     There  is  an    aquaduct  about  25  feet  below 
the  level  of  the  lake.     They  might  take  water  from  the 
aquaduct,   buying  from  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department. 
There  is  no  decision  yet. 

Construction  would  start  in  1964,   and  the  lake  might  be 
filled  in  1965.     Water  for  the  lake  is  not  dependent  upon 
rainfall  but  the  South  Bay    aquaduct. 

The  Board  discussed  this  briefly,   and  the  general  reac- 
tion to  the  possibility  that  the  Regional  Park  District 
might  be  asked  to  operate  the  Del  Valle  park  area  was 
that  extreme  caution  should  be  employed  in  consenting 
to  be  the  operating  agency-     The  cjoet  of  operation  xnight 
be  a  drain  on  park  funds  and  standards  have  not  been  es- 
tablished which  would  indicate  the  degree  of  development 
required. 
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I  X.  NEW  BUSINESS 


A.  General  Manager  Mott  had  submitted  drafts  of  a  proposed 

Administrative  Manual  Section  dealing  with  personnel 
policy  to  the  Board  prior  to  this  meeting.      This  section 
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outlines  all  personnel  rules  and  regulations,    incorporating  several 
changes  in  existing  personnel  rules,    and  clarifying  other  points  with 
more  specific  reference  and  detail  on  the  manner  in  which  various 
facets  of  personnel  matters  are  to  be  handled.     He  reviewed  the 
policy  in  its  entirety,   and  the  concensus  of  the  Board  was  that  action 
should  be  deferred  until  the  next  Board  meeting,    to  allow  additional 
time  for  the  Board  to  study  it. 

General  Manager  Mott  is  preparing  an  Administrative  Manual  which 
will  outline  all  procedures,   policies,    rules  and  regulations  pertaining 
to  the  administration,    operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Regional  Parks. 
This  manual  will  contain  some  sections  which  will  be  included  only  at 
the  authorization  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  and  changes  of  such  sec- 
tions will  be  made  only  on  the  Board's  approval.

B.  The  General  Manager  reported  that  Mr.    Emmanuel  Razeto,    Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  called  a  meeting  on  August  7,    attended 
by  representatives  of  city  councils  of  the  cities  within  Alameda  County 
and  of  the  various  special  districts,    for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  a 
report  of  the  Council  of  Social  Planning,    Outdoor  Recreation  Committee. 
At  this  meeting,    General  Manager  Mott  stated  the  objectives  of  the 
Regional  Park  District,    which  actually  serves  the  entire  county  with 
the  exception  of  Pleasanton  and  Murray  Townships.     After  the  dis-

legally  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  might  act  for  the  county 
on  the  subject  of  Park  and  Recreation  and  in  fact  serve  as  the  County's 
Park  representative. 

Most  of  the  comments  at  the  meeting  were  favorable  to  this  action. 
It  was  felt  that  if  the  Park  District  is  going  to  assume  this  leadership, 
then  there  should  be  formal  recognition  of  the  scope  of  responsibility. 
Mr.    Mott  discovered  that  many  of  the  people  present  thought  that  the 
Park  District  included  Contra  Costa  County,   and  that  some  thought 
that  Tilden  Park  was  the  only  Regional  Park  in  existence.     Supervisor 
Murphy  thought  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  might  be  delegating 
authority  to  the  Regional  Park  Board,    but  all  agreed  that  this  would 
1  e  satisfactorv.     Ji.  wh«  s»1«>o  **»'«  ^-~~  ^~"<?,,o  +v,r>«-  *v.o  «-".^  t<~.M>nqViips  in 
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the  eastern  part  of  the  county  should  be  included  in  the  Park 
District.     It  was  also  pointed  out  that  the  Park  District  now 
includes  96%  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  County  and  ap- 
proximately 56%  of  the  land  area.     It  was  felt  that  the  two 
townships  should  ultimately  become  annexed  to  the  District. 

C.  General  Manager  Mott  introduced  Mr.   Kirk  Collins,    with 
whom  he  has  discussed  a  safety  program  for  the  District. 
The  Workmen's  Compensation  Insurance  rates  are  now  127% 
-  that  is  27%  over  the  desired  100%  rating,    which  means  that 
the  Park  District  pays  an  extremely  high  premium  because 
of  nUxiierous  injuries  to  employees,    some  of  which  have  been 
very  serious.     The  General  Manager  feels  that  the  Park 
District  should  engage  in  a  safety  program.,    and  recommends 
that  a  contractual  arrangement  be  made  with  Mr.    Collins  who 
is  a  safety  engineer.     Mr.    Collins  has  done  similar  work  for 
the  City  of  Oakland.     It  is  expected  that  by  initiating  an  effec- 
tive safety  program  to  make  employees  conscious  of  safe 
habits  of  work  that  accident  rates  would  decrease  and  the 
insurance  premiums  will  then  be  reduced,    saving  a  substan- 
tial amount  of  money,    and,    more  important,    park  employees 
will  work  under  safer  conditions. 

Mr.    Collins  is  agreeable  to  entering  into  an  agreement  for  a 
fee  of  $200.  00  per  month.     It  was  suggested  by  the  Board 
that  the  contract  be  for  one  year,    and  approved  by  the  District 
Attorney's  office.      The  Board  indicated  its  willingness  to 
approve  such  an  agreement  and  the  General  Manager  said  he 
would  have  available  for  them  the  agreement  at  the  next 
meeting. 

D.  General  Manager  Mott  informed  the  Board  that  the  roof  of  the 
Brazilian  Building  in  Tilden  Park  is  in  poor  condition  and  that 
he  has  been  advised  that  the  only  practical  way  to  overcome 
the  leaks  is  to  completely  re-roof.     Three  companies  have 
made  this  recommendation.      There  is  a  composition  thick- 
butt  shingle  which  is  fireproof  that  can  be  used  and  which 
would  maintain  the  rustic  character  of  the  building.     The 
estimate,    using  this  cement-asbestos  material  is  $8,  500.  00. 
The  General  Manager  requested  permission  to  advertise  for 
bids  for  this  work. 

E.  In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  General 
Manager  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Board  for  replacement 
of  old  equipment  and  purchase  of  additional  equipment  which 
was  approved,    General  Manager  Mott  asked  permission  to 
advertise  for  bids  for  a  sedan,    pickup  trucks,    a  trailer, 
compressor,    truckster,    haulster  and  golf  course  tractor. 
He  explained  the  uses  to  which  this  equipment  would  be  put; 
and,    in  reply  to  a  question  by  Director  Macdonald,    he  also 
explained  the  reason  for  not  buying  through  the  county.      The 
Alameda  County  Purchasing  Agent  had  advised  him  to  buy 
direct,    as  at  this  time  the  county  would  be  unable  to  obtain 
better  prices.      Latitude  in  bidding  on  either  1962  or  1963 
models  will  be  allowed  on  automotive  equipment  in  order  to 
take  advantage  of  the  best  possible  prices. 

On  .notion  of  Director  Macdonald,    seconded  by  Director 
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Sproul,    the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

F.  General  Manager  Mott  has  formed  a  Golf  Advisory  Board 

to  assist  in  formulating  plans  for  improvements  of  the 
Tilden  Golf  Course.     Mr.   Maurice  Carpenter,    Assistant 
Superintendent  at  the  Golf  Course,   provided  the  names  of 
a  varied  group  of  seven  people  (including  himself)  to  com- 
prise the  committee.     They  were  chosed  as  persons  who 
would  have  different  approaches  to  the  problems,   and  who 
would  see  the  improvement  needs  differently. 

At  the  present  time  most  of  the  tees  have  no  grass  because 
of  heavy  use.     This  can  be  resolved  by  widening  the  tees. 
Many  of  the  problems  are  simple  and  can  be  eliminated  by 
such  general  maintenance  work  as  trimming  trees.     The 
subject  of  general  improvement  was  taken  up  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  committee,    and  the  next  meeting  will  be 
held  to  discuss  operation  of  the  golf  course. 

Mr.    Douglas  Stiehl  was  made  chairman  of  the  committee, 
and  it  is  felt  that  with  this  citizen  participation,    the 
functioning  of  the  course  andite  condition  will  be  improved 
greatly. 


The  Park  District  has  requested  the  use  of  a  well  located 
on  property  owned  by  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District 
in  Redwood  Canyon  as  a  source  of  water  for  fire  fighting. 
The  Utility  District  agreed  to  this  proposal,   and  has  issued 
a  Revocable  License  for  use  of  the  well.     The  General 
Manager  recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  approving 
this  license.

PROGRESS  REPORT 


.  General  Manager  Mott  showed  the  Board  a  map  of  the 
San  Lorenzo  Park  Site  on  which  the  State  Division  of  High- 
ways has  indicated  alternative  highway  alignments,   of  an 
approach  to  Highway  50.     The  Division  of  Highways  will 
make  a  recommendation  on  the  routing  in  September,   and  i 
it  is  important  that  the  Park  District  be  represented  at  that 
time  to  support  the  new  alignment  that  is  East  of  the  Park 
and  does  not  destroy    its  usefulness.     Instead  of  encroaching 
on  park  property  for  the  widening  of  Highway  50,   the  widening 
will  be  accomplished  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  roadway  from 
the  park  boundary  . 
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vsS  iaE&^Sr   B*      In  connection  with  development  of  both  Cull  Canyon  and  San 

Lorenzo,   both  places  will  have  swimming  areas,   but,    the 
General  Manager  said,   they  will  be  developed  to  serve 
S^^&pii^  [    different  recreational  needs.     San  Lorenzo  is  a  wooded  area 
and  has  a^TJflore  quietrand  restful  atmosphere.     Cull  will  be 
geared  to  more  activity  and  will  be  used  heavily  by  young 
people.     With  its  more  secluded  feeling,   family  groups  will 
find  San  Lorenzo  more  appealing.    General  Manager  Mott  said 
that  he  has  asked  the  Superintendents  of  Schools  in  Hayward 
and  Castro  Valley,   along  with  Dr.    Arthur  Br    Emmes,   and 
Mr.    Maurice  Engel  to  serve  on  a  committee  which  would 
assist  in  development  plans  .for  these  two  areas.     The  parks 
are  close  to  schools,    and  the  residents  in  that  vicinity  will 
insmqolsvsb  bns  fjawfritls£qctoBfttiani  oi  the  two  parks:  exciitiogsr  ]Tbese  new  park 

developments  will  probably  establish  standards  that  will  be 
interesting  to  other  park  agencies.  .banim 

The  General  Manager  has  discussed  the  installation  of  a 
sewer  line  to  serve  Cull  Canyon  Regional  Recreation  Area 
with  Mr.    Everett  Wright  of  the  Castro  Valley  Sanitary  District 
and  Mr.   Richard  Karn  of  the  Flood  Control  District.     The  Flood 
Control  District  will  have  the  park  area  annexed  to  the  Sani- 
tary District,   and  an  agreement  has  been  reached  on  the 
question  of  sewer  service  for  the  park.     The  Sanitary  District 
will  extend  their  sewer  line  which  now  ends  at  Cull  Canyon 
Road  and  Crow  Canyon  Road  to  and  along  Heyer  Avenue,    which 
will  cross  the  dam.     There  will  be  a  12"  line  along  the  service 
road  from  Heyer  Avenue  to  the  bathhouse  and  through  the  park, 
but  the  Park  District  will  be  charged  on  the  basis  of  a  6"  line. 
The  12"  line  is  being  installed  because  of  the  potential  resi- 
dential development  adjacent  to  the  park.     The  Sanitary  District 
has  also  agreed  to  assess  the  Park  District  on  the  basis  of 
units  of    operation  rather  than  on  agreage.     There  Will  be  three 
at  approximately  $175.  00  each. 

The  Board  felt  that  this  was  a  favorable  solution  to  the  problem 
of  providing  sewer  service  for  the  park. 

C.      The  General  Manager  mentioned  that  grading  is  now  in  progress 
on  the  rifle  and  pistol  range  in  Grass  Valley  and  that  he  has 
met  with  the  Oakland  Pistol  Club   to  discuss  changes  in  building 
plans.     Square  footage  of  buildings  has  been  reduced  by  about 
50%,   to  the  satisfaction  of  the  club.     He  said  that  the  range 
plans  are  now  integrated  into  the  total  development  plan  for 
this  park  and  will  be  a  part  of  a  unit  of  operation  including 
group  picnic  areas  and  day  camping  sites.      Labor  through  the 
Senior  Boys'  Ca  rip  for  some  of  this  work  will  be  utilized 

effectively.

D       General  Manager  Mott  reported  that  plans  for  the  stable  in 
Grass  Valley  call  fot\ expansion  by  units,    and  that  the  only 
problem  in  regard  to  preparing  completed  plans  is  that  of 
translating  the  ideas  for  this  work  into  practical  plans. 

E.      General  Manager  Mott  reported  no  progress  on  the  Coyote 
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F.      Negotiations  are  continuing  with  the  Crocker -Anglo  National 
Bank  with  regard  to  the  assign  nent  of  the  grazing  lease  held 
by  the  Brinker  Estate.     General  Manager  Mott  said  he  would 
meet  with  Mr.    Johnson,    Trust  Officer  and  should  be  able 
then  to  determine  how  much  of  the  final  six  months  of  the 
current  lease  year  the  Park  District  would  pay.     After  this 
matter  is   settled,    he  will  work  on  arrangements  with  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department  for  water  in  Sunol  Valley  Regional 
Park. 

Director  Roeding  expressed  his  concern  in  hastening  action  to 
develop  Sunol  Valley,    pointing  out  the  time  lapse  between 
annexation  of  Washington  Township  to  the  District  and  acquisi- 
tion of  the  park,   and  a  more  recent  delay  in  development 
because  of  the  problems  connected  with  the  lease  assignments 
and  water  supply. 

The  General  Manager  answered  that  planning  and  development 
can  take  place  as  soon  as  availability  of'water  has  been  deter- 
mined.

V  I.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

A.         General  Manager  Mott  reviewed  the  negotiations  between  the 

Park  District  and  the  Crocker-Anglo  National  Bank,  executors  - 
of  the  estate  of  W.  B.  Brinker,  regarding  lease  assignments 
on  land  owned  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department.  He 
stated  that  they  had  reached  agreement  on  the  basis  of  a  com- 
promise with  the  Park  District  paying  for  the  leases  for  the 
last  three  months  period  of  the  lease -year,  namely:  August, 
September  and  October  of  1962.  The  cost  to  the  Park  District 
is  $1,  387.

V  I  I.  NEW  BUSINESS 


A.  The  General  Manager  has  asked  the  Office  of  the  District 

Attorney  to  deter  nine  the  Park  District's  responsibility  with 
regard  to  fires.     All  the  Regional  Parks  come  within  the  fire 
protection  districts  of  the  State  Forestry  Division  as  classified 
in  Section  4000.  3  of  the  Public  Resources  Code.      Financial  aid 
is  not  available  from  the  State,    but  the  Division  of  Forestry  has 
established  a  fire  protection  system  in  Alameda  and  Contra  Costa 
Counties,    supporting  observers  at  Roundtop  and  Mt.    Diablo 
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lookout  towers  during  fire  season,   and  operating  a  Forest 
Fire  Station  near  Sunol.     Other  fire  suppression  crews  are 
located  in  southwestern  San  Joaquin  County  and  in  Santa 
Clara  County. 

General  Manager  Mott  stated  that  it  would  appear  that  the 
Park  District  must  take  responsibility  for  initial  attack 
within  the  Regional  Parks  with  mutual  aid  received  from 
other  fire  departments  in  accordance  with  our  mutual  aid 
policy. 

The  General  Manager  stated  that  he  would   report  further 
when  more  information  is  obtained  on  this  subject. 

B.         In  the  interest  of  stimulating  better  public  relations,   and 

an  awareness  in  park  users  of  the  importance  of  maintaining 
our  parks  in  as  clean  and  attractive  condition  as  possible, 
the  General  Manager  suggested  that  the  policy  of  reserving 
picnic  tables  for  groups  at  no  charge,   the  requirement  that 
representatives  of  the  groups  occupy  their  assigned  space 
by  10  a.m.    on  the  day  of  their  reservation,   and  that  reserva- 
tions be  made  only  between  March  15  and  October  15,   be 
changed. 

The  General  Manager  feels  that  a  small  charge  for  reserving 
picnic  tables  by  groups,    at  the  rate  of  $1.00  for  a  ten  foot 
table  and  $1.  50  for  a  twenty  foot  table  would  be  desirable.     The 
tables  would  be  available  at  the  time  the  group  wished  to  use 
them,    and  there  would  be  no  requirement  for  occupancy  at  a 
stipulated  time.     The  Park  District  would  furnish  paper  table 
cloths  imprinted  with  maps  of  the  parks  and  park  rules,   and 
would  also  furnish  firewood,    of  which  there  is  ample  supply. 
Picnickers  would  be  asked  to  roll  up  their  refuse  in  the  table 
cloth  and  to  put  it  in  specially  designed,   plastic  lined,    garbage 
bags  which  would  be  picked  up  by  park  personnel  daily. 

General  Manager  Mott  said  that  similar  procedures  have  been 
adopted  by  the  State  Division  of  Beaches  and  Parks  and  b  y  the 
City  of  Oakland  with  good  results.     He  recommended  that  reserva< 
tions  of  picnic  areas  be  made  at  any  time  of  year  and  for  future 
dates  without  the  limitations  now  in  effect.     He  has  discussed 
this  plan  with  a  number  of  people  and  without  exception,   all 
have  felt  that  it  is  a  good  idea  and  would  be  appreciated  by  the 
public.     Statistical  information  on  Tilden  Park  reservations 
shows  that  60%  of  the  reservations  are  made  by  people  living 
outside  the  Park  District.     This  would,   in  effect,   provide  some 
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financial  support  from  such  groups  using  the  Regional  Parks. 

The  Board  was  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  suggestion,   and 
authorized  the  General  Manager  to  incorporate  the  information 
in  the  general  park  folder  soon  to  be  printed.     This  new  service 
would  go  into  effect  next  year,    and  in  the  meantime,    the  General 
Manager  will  compile  a  detailed  outline  of  the  new  policy   ;>n 
reservations  and  will  submit  this  information  to  the  Board  for 
approval. 

General  Manager  Mott  asked  the  Board's  permission  to  adver- 
tise for  additional  equipment  as  a  part  of  the  equipment  program 
previously  approved  by  the  Board.

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D.  The  grazing  lease  on  175  acres  of  land  in  Grass  Valley

E.  The  audit  for  the  six  months  period  January  1  through  June  30, 
1962,   was  presented  to  the  Board.     The  General  Manager  recom- 
mended action  on  this  be  deferred  until  the  next  meeting. 

F.  General  Manager  Mott  informed  the  Board  that  he  would  like  to 
establish  a  cash  fund  at  the  Botanic  Garden  in  Tilden  Park  in 
order  to  facilitate  the  handling  of  cash  in  sales  of  the  Botanic 
Garden  Guide.  The  Board  felt  that  this  was  an  a dmini strati ve 
procedure  and  did  not  require  action  of  the  Board.     The  Board 
suggested  that  the  General  Manager  check  with  the  District 
Attorney's  office  and  get  his  advice.     If  the  District  Attorney 
felt  that  this  did  not  require  action  of  the  Board,    then  the  General 
Manager  should  proceed. 

G.  The  General  Manager  reviewed  the  1959  action  of  the  Board  in 
making  an  exchange  of  land  in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  with 
Mr.   and  Mrs.   Gilliland.     The  park  District  has  recently  been 
informed  that  this  action  was  not  legal  in  view  of  the  restrictions 
set  forth  in  the  contract  of  sale  of  the  Grass  Valley  land  to  the 
Park  District  by  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District.     Under 
the  conditions  of  the  sale,   the  Park  District  does  not  have  the 
right  to  sell  land  in  Grass  Valley  without  first  notifying  the 
Utility  District  of  its  wish  to  do  so  in  order  that  it  may  exercise 
its  right  to  repurchase.      The  Board's  action  in  making  the  land 
exchange,    which  benefitted  the  Park  District,    was  based  on 
special  legislation  passed  to  authorize  this  particular  transac- 
tion,   which  was  worked  on  by  Assemblyman  Carlos  Bee  and  the 
Office  of  the  District  Attorney.     The  problem  was  brought  out 
when  the  Gillilands  applied  to  the  County  for  permission  to 
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build  a  home. 

The  Park  District  has  no  alternative  but  to  reverse  its  prior 
action  in  exchanging  the  land.     The  Utility  District  will  not 
agree  to  the  annexation  of  the  Gilliland's  property  and  would 
not  provide  water.     No  sewer  is  nearby.     Mr.    Wickman, 
Land  Agent  of  the  Utility  District  will  so  advise  the  District. 
The  General  Manager  will  endeavor  to  reach  an  agreement 
with  the  Gillilands  for  re -transferring  the  land.     The  Board 
advised  the  General  Manager  to  proceed  as  quickly  as  possible 
to  clear  up  this  matter  to  the  best  interest  of  the  District. 

H.         General  Manager  M^tt  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter  :>f  August  20, 
1962  from  Mrs.   R.    B.    Lawler,    President  of  the  Montclair 
Community  Play  Center,    in  which  she  suggests  that  the  Play 
Center  be  permitted  to  add  to  the  Kiwanis  Hut  at  the  expense 
of  the  Play  Center.     She  states  that  this  cooperative  group  has 
accumulated  $7,  000.  00. 

The  Play  Center  has  operated  its  nursery  school  at  the  Kiwanis 
Hut  in  Lake  Te-r»«^c.al  Regional  Park  for  ab^ut  15  years.      There 
has  been  no  formal  agreement.     They  occupy  the  building  during 
the  school  year  in  the  morning  hours,   and  there  has  been  no  con- 
flict with  jther  use  of  the  building  by  girls'  groups.     In  making 
a  study    A  development  of  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park,    the 
General  Manager  found  that  the  Kiwanis  Hut  is  served  by  a 
septic  tank.     The  building  itself  could  be  remodelled  to  make 
it  more  usable,    and  his  suggestion  was  to  construct  a  wing  on 
each  end  of  the  building  -  wood  frame  with  rustic  exterior  -  which 
wjuld  accommodate  new  restroom  facilities  and  storage  space. 
A  sewer  line  wjuld  be  installed,    running  up  to  the  existing  city 
sewer  line  on  Broadway  Terrace.     Sewage  would  have  to  be 
pumped,    but  this  would  eliminate  septic  tanks  and  leaky  lines 
in  Temescal  Regional  Park.     The  General  Manager  felt  that  this 
was  mandatory. 

The  General  Manager  feels  that  the  Park  District  should    enter 
into  an  agreement  with  the  Montclair  Community  Play  Center 
permitting  them  to  use  the  building  as  they  have  in  the  past  for 
a  ten  year  period,    in  consideration  for  which  the  Play  Center 
would  pay  $7,  000.  00.     The  suggested  construction  work  would 
take  place,    thus  improving  the  building  as  well  as  providing 
good  restroom  facilities  for  the  entire  area.     He  said  that  if  the 
Board  feels  this  is  a  good  idea,   he  will  explore  the  matter. 
Accomplishment  of  this  development  would  increase  community 
use  by  the  girls'  groups  for  which  it  was  given  to  the  Parks 
originally.     General  Manager  Mott  would  also  contact  the  North 
Oakland  Kiwanis  Club  to  obtain  their  approval  of  the  plan.     The 
Board  agreed  to  the  proposal  in  principle  and  authorized  the 
General  Manager  to  proceed. 


V  PROGRESS  REPORT 


A.  In  the  course   of  earth   moviag  work  .at  Hie  rifle  a.rkd  pistil   rangp 

site,    the  General  Manager  informed  the  Board  that  there  was  a 
need  for  blasting,    and  that  it  was  possible  to  carry  out  an  in- 
service  training  program  for  both  park  personnel  and  boys  of 
the  Senior  B  ;ys'  Camp  on  handling  powder.     The  Hercules 
Powder  Company  c  joperated  by  providing  an  instructor  to  in- 
struct the  men  on  the  techniques  and  how  to  use  dynamite. 
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The  architect  should  have  final  preliminary  plans  for  con- 
struction ready  for  presentation  to  the  Board  at  its  next 
meeting. 

B.         The  General  Manager  reported  that  there  is  no  significant 

progress  on  work  at  the  stable  site  in  Grass  Valley  Regional 
Park  except  in  the  planning  work.  Preliminary  plans  will  be 
ready  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 


C.  There  is  no  recent  information  on  progress  of  the  Coyote  Hills 
project.  ^^^. 

D.  The  General  Manager  met  with  the  owners  of  the  Daily  Review 
of  Hayward  to  discuss  plans  of  the  Park  District  in  Sun^l  Valley 
Regional  Park  so  that  they  would  have  a  better  understanding  of 
the  District's   aims.        They  seemed  pleased  that  he  had  talked 
the  matter  over  with  them, 

E.  Preliminary  plans  for  development  of  Cull  Canyon  Regional 
R.ecreation  Area  have  been  roughed  in,   and  a  committee  composed 
of  the  local  School  Superintendents,    Maurice  Engel,   an  attorney, 
Dr.    Arthur  Emmes,    who  is  active  in  civic  affairs  in  Castro 
Valley,    Mr.    Richard  Karn  of  Flood  Control,   and  Mr.    Robert 
Williams  of  Alameda  County  Planning  Department,    has  been 
formed  to  advise  the  General  Manager  on  the  development. 

After  meeting  with  this  committee,    plans  will  be  firmed  up  to 
go  ahead. 

The  dam  will  be  completed  about  November  15. 

F.  There  is  nothing  to  report  on  San  Lorenzo  Park  Site  at  this  time. 
The  dam  will  be  constructed  in  spring  of  1963,    so  that  there  is 
more  time  to  develop  plans  for  this  park.

A.         General  Manager  Mott  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  license 
for  operation  of  the  golf  pro  shop  at  the  Tilden  Golf  Course, 
to  provide  that  Mr.   Jack  Houston,   pro-shop  concessionaire 
be  permitted  to  operate  the  Golf  Driving  Range.     He  reported 
that  the  range  is  not  operating  efficiently  at  the  present  time, 
and  that  it  has  been  open  only  five  days  per  week.     Mr.    Houston 
would  be  required  to  operate  the  range  seven  days  per  week  and 
would  handle  the  entire  operation  with  the  exception  that  the 
Park  District  would  maintain  the  grass.     He  stated  that  he  has 
discussed  this  with  Mr.   Houston,    who  is  interested  in  doing 
this,   and  that  he  had  made  it  very  clear  to  him  that  the  pro- 
shop  and  driving  range  concession  would  be  awarded  on  a  bid 
basis  in  1965  at  termination  of  the  present  agreement. 

The  General  Manager  cited  plans  for  improvement  of  play  on 
the  golf  course  as  it  relates  to  the  driving  range.     A  combination 
of  jobs  -  cashier  and  starter,    starting  on  what  is  now  the  14th 
tee  will  place  the  beginning  of  play  near  the  driving  range,   thus 
allowing  people  waiting  to  start  to  use  the  range,   and  also  saving 
in  salaries  by  the  job  combination.     There  will  be  improvements 
in  the  driving  range  also,   achieved  by  the  concessionaire,   and  it 
is  possible  that  the  driving  range  might  be  used  at  night.

B.  The  General  Manager  presented  drawings  for  the  remodelling 

of  the  Temescal  Clubhouse  and  the  Brazilian  Building.     Both 
buildings  are  badly  in  need  of  alteration  in  order  to  make  them 
usable  as  clubrooms.     The  diminishing  of  reservations  of  the 
two  rooms  emphasizes  their  inadequacy  to  provide  minimum 
facilities  for  public  use.     General  Manager  Mott  described 
present  conditions  and  indicated  how  improvements  planned 
would  meet  the  need  for  storage  space,    restrooms,    kitchen, 
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clubroom  and  office  facilities.     Furnishings  in  the  two  club- 
rooxTis  are  in  poor  shape  and  there  must  also  be  replacements 
to  make  the  rooms  presentable.     Much  of  the  work  required 
to  do  this  remodelling  would  be  made  a  part  of  the  winter  work 
schedule  of  the  park  crews.     Funds  would  be  taken  from  the 
accumulated  reserve. 

Work  on  the  Temescal  Clubhouse  would  total  about  $16,  930.  00, 
including  $14,400  for  construction  and  $1,  530.00  for  furnishings, 
The  cost  of  work  on  the  Brazilian  Building  would  come  to  a 
total  of  $1Z,  035.  00,   which  includes  $1,  500.  00  to  alter  the 
kitchen,   $8,  690.00  for  changes  in  the  admini  strati  on  wing  ,   and 
$1,  845.  00  for  furnishings. 

The  General  Manager  would  have  a  brochure  published  which 
would  describe  the  new  clubroom  facilities  and  draw  interest 
in  the  use  of  the  rooms  once  more. 

Director  Roeding  inquired  as  to  the  saving  through  use  of  park 
employees  doing  the  work,   and  General  Manager  Mott  said  that 
this  would  come  to  about  25%,    which  is  the  over -ride  above  cost 
charged  by  contractors  for  remodelling  work.

General  Manager  Mott  reported  that  he  has  been  investigating 
the  possibility  of  obtaining  a  loan  for  the  Park  District  from 
a  bank  to  finance  construction  of  several  houses  in  the  Regional 
Parks.     He  discussed  this  subject  with  representatives  of  the 
Bank  of  America,    and  found  that  their  attorneys  did  not  recom- 
mend the  bank's  making  such  a  loan,    which  w  juld  be  an  un- 
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secured  loan,   primarily  because  of  the  way  in  which  the  code 
sections  are  written  to  allow  too  much  latitude  with  respect 
to  term.     This  was  discussed  with  Mr.    Richard  Moore  of  the 
District  Attorney's  office,   and  a  revision  of  the  public  resources 
code  might  be  desirable  to  provide  limitations  not  stipulated 
now.     Mr.    Moore  had  informed  the  General  Manager  that  it 
would  be  in  order  to  contact  other  banks,   and  the  Controller 
discussed  the  matter  with  the  Central  Valley  Bank.     The  General 
Manager  talked  to  the  Bank  of  Commerce.     The  Board  of  the 
Bank  of  Commerce  will  meet  on  September  13,   and  will  take 
up  the  question  at  that  time. 

The  General  Manager  explained  that  revenue  from  charging  a 
fair  rental  for  occupancy  of  park  houses  would  offset  the  loan 
payments. 

Both  the  Bank  of  Commerce  and  the  Central  Valley  Bank  have 
stated  that  if  they  grant  a  loan,    they  would  also  be  interested  in 
the  Park  District's  depositing  funds  in  their  bank. 

V  I  T  I.  PROGRESS  REPORT 

. 

A.  General  Manager  Mott  reported  that  he  has  met  with  members  of 
the  Oakland  Pistol  Club  and  has  gone  over  the  final  preliminary 
plans  with  them.     These  plans  are  almost  completed  -  with  de- 
tail on  the  grading  plan  finished  and  grading  under  way  now.     It 
is  expected  that  grading  will  be  done  in  two  weeks.     A  1500 
gallon  water  tank  has  been  installed  to  supply  water  at  this  area. 
The  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  has  surveyed  the  area 

to  make  arrangmen1"     to  serve  the  range. 

The  General  Manager  also  stated  that  Mr.   Jay  Markham  of  the 
Oakland  Pistol  Club  has  discussed  the  possibility  of  the  1968 
Olympics  for  shooting  being  held  at  this  range.      The  club  has 
been  contacted  by  representatives  of  the  Olympics  committee, 
and  has  indicated  that  if  the  range  should  be  selected  for  use  in 
the  Olympic  Games,   then  it  would  be  expanded,   and  probably 
the  work  would  be  financed  by  the  government. 

B.  Other  than  work  on  preliminary  plans,    there  was  no  progress 
on  the  stables  development  for  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

C.  In  connection  with  the  Coyote  Hills  development,    General 
Manager  Mott  said  that  funds  for  this  project  is  included  in 

the  Omnibus  Bill  which  -nay  be  passed  soon.     Specifications  for 
selecting  professional  planners  have  been  completed  and  they 
will  bo  sent  to  various  firms  for  their  proposals. 

D.  General  Manager  Mott  reported  that  he  is  making  arrange- 
ments to  ner-"     "  te  with  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department 
for  water  in  Sunol  Valley   Regional  Park,    to  exchange  land  in 
order  to  improve  the  area  used  for  park  purpooes,   and  to  ob- 
tain the  conversion  of  the  agricultural  leases  assigned  to  the 
Park  District  to  commercial  leases  thus  permitting  recreational 
use  of  the  land  under  lease.     He  will  set  down  all  the  requirements 
of  the  Park  District  in  writing  and,    with  Director  Roeding,    will 
submit  tlii 3  statement  to  Mr.    Brucato  of  the  Water  Department. 

Director  Macdonald  asked  if  it  is  planned  to  sub-let  the  leased 
land  for  cattle  grazing,   and  the  General  Manager  replied  that 
Da  villa  Brothers,    who  presently  lease  a  portion  of  the  park 
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for  grazing,    would  be  interested. 

The  General  Manager  reported  that  he  has  formed  an  advisory 
committee  for  the  development  of  Cull  Canyon  Regional  Rec- 
reation Area,    comprised  of  the  Superintendents  of  Schools  in 
Hayward  and  Castro  Valley,    Dr.    Arthur  B.    Emmes,   Mr. 
Maurice  Engel,    Mr.    Richard  Karn  and  Mr.    Robert  Williams. 
He  held  a  meeting  with  these  gentlemen  recently,    and  showed 
them;  preliminary  drawings  prepared  in  the  Plans  and  Design 
Department.     The  reaction  to  plans  at  this  point  was  one  of 
great  enthusiasm,   particularly  for  the  concept  of  developing 
this  park  for  the  enjoyment  of  young  people  with  lively  interests 
Those  on  the  committee  connected  with  the  schools  were  inter- 
ested in  gearing  their  manual  training  classes  toward  boating, 
and  it  was  felt  that  other  school  programs  would  be  related  to 
the  new  park  development. 

Problems  and  suggestions  mentioned  included  youngsters 
crossing  the  park  as  an  access  route  to  the  schools,    the  possi- 
bility of  providing  short-time  camping  or  trailer  spaces,    over- 
night scout   camp  and  realignment  of  Cull  Canyon  Road.     The 
suggestions  and  comments  of  the  committee  will  be  integrated 
into  the  plans,   and  completed  preliminary  plans  should  be 
ready  early  in  October. 

Dr..  Emmes  asked  whether  assistance  in  financing  this  project 
might  be  welcome.     A  great  deal  of  civic  pride  is  building  up, 
and  General  Manager  Mott  was  extremely  pleased  with  the 
general  reaction.     He  said  that  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission 
is  also  working  with  the  Park  District  in  order  to  provide  the 
best  fishing  facilities  by  preparing  the  floor  of  the  lake  to 
accommodate  stocked  fish  in  the  best  manner. 

F.         The  General  Manager  had  nothing  to  report  on  San  Lorenzo  at 
this  time. 

X  I.   ELECTION 

The  Board  was  asked  to  determine  an  amount  which  should  be  paid 
to  persons  circulating  nomination  papers  for  the  Directors.  After 
a  discussion,  it  was  decided  that  ten  cents  per  name  would  be  paid 
to  any  person  requesting  payment  for  this  work.

T.  PROGRESS  REPORT 


A. 


Acting  General  Manager  Adams  reported  that  heavy  excavation 
work  is  in  progress  at  the  site  of  the  pistol  and  rifle  range  in 
Grass  Valley  Regional  Park.     All  but  ten  feet  of  a  50'  cut  for  the 
range  building  has  been  done.     Equipment  has  been  rented  for  this 
work,   at  a  cost  of  about  $9,  000.  00. 
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Mr.    Fogg,   the  Park  Landscape  Architect,   presented^preliminary        •  D~- 

plans  for  the  buildings,    and  stated  that  he  had  submitted  pictures 
of  the  area  to  be  included  in  a  report  to  the  Olympic's  Committee. 
Cost  estimates  on  construction  of  the  buildings  will  be  presented 
to  the  Board  at  the  next  meeting. 


Director  Woolridge  asked  that  comparative  figures  be  given  on 
the  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  the  residence  at  the  range 
with  the  second  bedroom    included  in  initial  construction,   along 
with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  adding  this  room  at  a  later  date. 

B.  Plans  and  elevations  of  the  stable  buildings  were  presented  by 
Mr.   Fogg.     He  pointed  out  the  locations  of  the  various  parts  of  the 
barn,   and  a  question  arose  as  to  whether  a  clubroom  is  actually 
necessary.     Vice-President  Sproul  commented  that  there  should  be 
no  special  place  for  special  groups  and  asked  that  the  use  of  this 
room  be  explained  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

C.  In  connection  with  the  Coyote  Hills  project,   a  letter  from  Congress- 
man George  P.    Miller  dated  September  10,    1962,    was  read  by  the 
Acting  General  Manager.     Mr.   Miller  stated  that  he  was  urging 
adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,   and  authorization 
of  the  project  during  the  current  session. 

D.  The  Acting  General  Manager  reported  that  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  is  constructing  a  new  power  line  to  serve  Calaveras 
Reservoir,   and  that  a  line  serving  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park  would 
be  re-routed.     The  cost  tp  the  Park  District  will  be  between  $7,  000.  00 
and  $10,  000.  00.     Work  on  a  master  plan  for  this  park  is  continuing, 
and  no  development  is  taking  place  at  the  present  time. 

E.  Construction  of  the  dam  at  Cull  Canyon  Regional  Park  is  nearly 
complete.'    The  State  Fish  and  Game  Commission  is  working  with 
the  Park  District  on  plans  for  development  of  the  lake  bottom  to 
provide  maximum  fishing  results. 

I  X.  ELECTION 

A.  The  Park  District  has  been  informed  that  it  will  probably  be  required 
to  pay  a  pro-rata  share  of  election  costs  for  the  general  election.     A 
recent  ruling  by  the  Attorney  General  has  made  this  a  legal  require- 
ment,   and  the  Alameda  County  Auditor  has  established  $14.  50  per 
precinct  as  the  amount  to  be  charged,    totalling  $28,  449.  00. 

The  Board  expressed  interest  in  learning  how  the  amount  of  $14.  50 
was  arrived  at,    and  asked  that  further  information  be  obtained. 

B.  The  Park  District  has  received  nomination  papers  from  Mr. 
Samuel  Basum.     They  have  been  checked  and  have  been  found  to  have 
sufficient  signatures  to  qualify  Mr.    Basum  to  have   his  name  appear 
upon  the  ballot  for  the  General  Election  as  a    candidate  for  Director, 
Ward  No.    5. 

The  nomination  papers  of  the  incumbent  directors,    candidates  for 
re-election  were  found  to  have  sufficient  signatures,   and  the  names 
of  President  Goodrich  and  Director  Roeding  will  appear  on  the  ballot. 
All  three  names  to  appear  on  the  ballot  have  been  certified  to  the 
County  Clerk  by  the  Secretary  according  to  law. 
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X.  ADJOURNMENT 

No  further  business  appearing  before  the  Board,    the  meeting  adjourned 
at  4:45  p.  m.

They  would  reserve  a  strip  of  land  around 
the  lake,   but  it  is  possible  that  this,   too,    would  be  included  in  the 
park  operation  eventually.     Because  of  its  location  in  another  county, 
far  from  people  in  the  Park  District,    there  is  no  question  about  the 
disinterest  of  the  Park  District  in  operation  of  the  Lafayette 
Reservoir  area.     However,    the  addition  of  the  Lake  Chabot  property 
to  Park  District  operations  would  add  immeasurably  to  the  total 
Regional  Park  system.      The  problem  is  how  to  adequately  maintain 
and  preserve  the  area  as  it  is.     There  would  be  certain  basic 
development  expenses,    -  a  water  line  would  have  to  be  brought  in 
from  Castro  Valley  to  supply  potable  water.     Estimated  costs 
provided  in  the  report  are  not  realistic  insofar  as  the  Park  District 
is  concerned.     Total  development  of  Lake  Chabot  area  is  estimated 
at  one  million  dollars  with  an  estimated  cost  of  $500,  000  required  to 
open  the  area  to  the  public.     The  General  Manager  is  convinced  that 
control  would  have  to  be  established  to  restrict  the  number  of  persons 
entering  the  area  to     fish,   as  enthusiasm  in  this  field  is  so  great

H.  The  General  Manager  distributed  statistical  information  regarding 

comparative  tax  rates  of  the  v  arious  park  agencies  throughout  the 
state,    and  within  the  Regional  Park  District,    mentioning  the  fact 
that  this  information  might  prove  interesting  in  substantiating  a 
request  for  a  tax  rate  increase  for  the  Regional  Park  District. 

I,  General  Manager  Mott  reported  that  the  Annual  Conference  of  the 

American  Institute  of  Park  Executives  in  Kansas  City  had  been  a 
complete  success,   and  said  that  he  appreciated  the  opportunity  to 
attend,    having  derived  much  valuable  information  through  being  there. 
He  described  his  trip  through  the  Muskingham  Lakes  region,    a 
headwaters  flood  control  area  with  development  kept  primitive  in 
character,      Large  expanses  of  camp  areas  are  maintained  where, 
for  nominal  charges,    people  can  camp  in  tents  or  cabins.     The  only 
revenue,    other  than  that  received  from  campers,    is  from  the  state 
for  fishing  licenses.      This  amounts  to' about  $60,  000  per  year. 

There  is  a  growing  tendency  toward  charging  fees  for  entry  into 
parks  and  recreation  areas  as  well  as  for  charges  on  use  of  facilities. 
This  basic  philosophy  has  increased  the  effectiveness  of  maintenance 
and  of  the  types  of  development. 

During  his  visit  to  Oglebay  Park  in  Wheeling,    West  Virginia,    the 
General  Manager  learned  of  a  program  whereby  youngsters  may 
receive  instruction  and  training  in  caddying,    and  sports  at  what  is 
called  a'Caddy  Camp"  and  a  "Sports  Camp".     They  can  earn  money 
while  paying  off  the  cost  of  the  training  they  receive  -  netting  about 
$100.  00.      Through  actually  working  in  the  park  under  this  program, 
they  are  learning  to  understand  park  operation  and  use.     General 
Manager  Mott  was  enthusiastic  about  this  type  of  activity,    and  thought 
that  it  could  be  applied  in  the  Regional  Parks  to  develop  an  awareness 
in  the  young  people  of  the  value  of  parks.     He  said  that  the  eastern 
parks  do  not  face  the  vandalism  that  occurs  in  parks  in  this  area. 

The  General  Manager  said  that  many  eastern  and  midwest  parks  have 
lodges  or  hotels.     They  are  designed  for  family  use,    and  do  not  serve 
alcoholic  beverages.      The  fees  are  the  same  as  those  charged  by  the 
nearby  commercial  hotels. 

i 
The  conference  itself  was  the  finest  that  General  Manager  Mott  had 

attended.     It  started  with  a  President's  Prayer  Breakfast  in  which 

the  General  Manager  participated.     This  set  the  tone  of  the  whole 

conference,    which  moved  with  speed  and  control  with  major  emphasis 

on  user-pay.      There  was  much  discussion  on  the  economic  situation 

of  the  times.     The  regional  park  concept  received  much  attention 

and  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  was  recognized  as  an  example 

of  this  type  of  organization,    and  it  may  be  anticipated  that  the  Park 

District  will  receive  more  and  more  attention  as  an  agency  to  set 

standards  for  this  movement.     General  Manager  Mott  said  that  he 

would  transmit  information  gained  at  the  conference  to  members  of 

the  staff. 


He  said  that  the  Washington  Conference  next  year  will  be  built  around 
the  theme  "American  Heritage". 


J.  Director  Macdonald  commented  that  the  General  Manager  had 

received  an  Honorary  Fellowship  to  the  American  Institute  of  Park 


Executives,    the  Institute's  highest  honor;  Director  Woolridge 
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mentioned  that  General  Manager  Mott  had  been  named  Outstanding 
Citizen  of  the  Week  on  radio  station  KABL  on  Sunday,    October  9. 

The  General  Manager  said  that  he  feels  such  publicity  is  of  great 
value  to  the  Regional  Park  District,   and  that  he  does  not  take 
personal  credit  for  these  awards,    but  feels  that  they  are  given  as 
recognition  of  the  Regional  Park  District  and  the  effort  of  the  Board 
and  all  of  the  employees.

V  I  I.       PROGRESS  REPORT 


A.  The  General  Manager  reported  that  heavy  grading  at  the  rifle  range 
site  is  almost  complete.     A  water  tank  has  been  installed  and  we  are 
now  working  with  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  to  provide 
electric  service  for  the  area.     The  General  Manager  said  that  he 
would  like  to  schedule  a  field  trip  with  the  Board  to  look  over  this 
development  in  conjunction  with  a  drive  over  the  Lake  Chabot  land. 
The  architect  will  have  final  drawings  of  the  buildings  within  two  or 
three  weeks,   and  construction  can  then  be  started. 

B.  The  cost  estimate  for  construction  of  the  buildings  at  the  stable  site 
in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  was  considerably  higher  than  antici- 
pated,   and  the  architect  is  now  modifying  the  plans  to  reduce  the  cost. 
The  General  Manager  is  also  looking  into  the  Butler  Buildings, 
prefabricated  type,    to  determine  whether  this  kind  of  building  would 
be  practical.     Work  on  the  master  plan  and  topography  is  going 
ahead. 

C.  There  was  nothing  to  report  on  the  Coyote  Hills  Development. 

D.  Pending  further  developments  in  negotiation  with  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department,   work  at  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park  remains 

v  limited  to  maintenance. 

E„  With  approval  of  the  master  plan  for  Cull  Canyon  Regional  Recreation 

Area,    construction  will  move  ahead.     Development  has  progressed 
%o  a  limited  degree  heretofore. 

F.  There  has  been  no  work  in  Don  Castro  Regional  Recreation  Area, 

but  work  on  a  master  plan  for  this  park  will  begin  at  the  first  of  the 
year. 

VIII.    COMMENTS  AND  SUGGESTIONS 

A,  Director  Roeding  suggested  that  Board  meetings  be  held  in  various 

Regional  Parks  in  order  that  people  might  more  easily  attend  the 
meetings. 

General  Manager  Mott  agreed  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  facilitate 
attendance  at  meetings  by  holding  them  in  different  areas.     He  thought 
that  such  meetings  might  be  combined  with  field  trips  for  the  Board 
through  the  parks.     The  Board  might  have  a  formal  meeting  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  the  month  in  the  Administrative  Office,    and  have 
the  meeting  of  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  the  month  at  one  of  the  parks  in 
conjunction  with  a  field  trip.

VII.       NEW  BUSINESS 

A.      The  General  Manager  has  prepared  an  Organization  Chart,    Job 

Classifications  and  a  corresponding  Salary  Schedule  with  increments 
for  each  position  which  has  already  been  pre-sented  to  members  of  the 
Board  for,  study.     At  this  time,    he  asked  approval  of  this  personnel 
set-up  as  the  established  organizational  plan  for  personnel.     If  the  Board 
approve?  the- recommendations ,    he  will  discuss  the  entire  pfcm-with 
park  employees  and  will  notify  them  individually  of  their  place  in  the 
personnel  structure  and  the  commensurate  salary.

From 
the  automatic  salary  to  the  top  salary  bracket  the  increase  will  be  given 
on  the :  basis  of  merit,   taking  into  consideration  attitude,    initiative,   and 
outstanding  work.     Employees  will  be  rated  during  their  probationary 
term  of  employment  and  then  on  an  annual  basis.     Salaries  may  be  de- 
'      creased  as  well  as  increased.      There  is  no  automatic   salary  increase^ 
for  department  heads. 
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The  General  Manager  pointed  out  that    by  having  merit  increases  those 
employees  who  are  better  than  average  would  be  compensated  accord- 
ingly under  this  plan.

Dr.    Robert  C.    Stebbins,    Professor  of  Zoology  at 
the  University  of  California  has  agreed  to  serve  as  Chairman. 

G.  Copies  of  Dr.    Robert  C.    Stebbins'  booklet  entitled  "Nature  Next  Door  - 
Interpretive  Notes  on  the  Film  and  on  Natures  for  Education",    were 
distributed  to  all  Directors.      These  booklets  were  sent  to  the  Board  by 
Mr.    Dan  Luten,    President  jf  the  Regional  Parks  Association  with  a 
letter  offering  to  show  the  film  "Nature  Next  Door"  mostly  prepared  in 
the  Tilden  Nature  Area,     Mr,    Luten  stated  in  his  letter,    ".  .  .    we  will 
view  the  development  of  the  interpretive  program  with  the  greatest 
interest  and  offer  all  of  our  help  in  its  fruition.  "

The  Directors  expressed  interest  in  having  the  film  shown  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board  on  November  13,  and  General  Manager 
Mott  said  that  he  would  arrange  to  have  this  done. 

V    I  I  I. PROGRESS  REPORT 

A.      Director  Woolridge  suggested  that  if  the  Lake  Chabot  property  should 
become  an  adjunct  to  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park,    the  master  plan 
for  this  park  should  include  a  road  from  Skyline  into  the  new  park 
area  as  well    as  Grass  Valley  and  the  camping  and  rifle  range  area. 
He  also  said  that  the  Oakland  Pistol  Club  is  contemplating  a  change 
of  name  and  that  the  club  would  like  to  have  suggestions.     He  felt 
that  the  new  name  should  have  a  regional  connotation.     Director 
Macdonald  suggested  that  it  might  be  called  "  Chabot  Rifle  and  Pistol 
Club". 

Es      The  architect  is  now  working  on  an  estimate  of  cost  of  buildings  for 

the  Stable  area  in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park.      The  cost  will  be  sub- 
stantially less  than  the  estimate  for  the  buildings  originally  designed 
for  this  area. 

C.  The  Congressional  Bill  for  allocating  funds  for  initial  planning  and 
work  on  the  Coyote  Hills  project  was  passed.     It  is  expected  that,    at 
the  next  session  of  Congress  funds  may  be  allocated  for  the  actual 
development. 

D.  General  Manager  Mott  reported  that  the  wells  in  Sunol  Valley  Regional 
Park  have  become  contaminated.     He  plans  to  meet  with  Mr.    Brucato 
of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  as  soon  as  possible  to  discuss 
water  supply  for  this  park. 

E.  After  talking  with  the  Castro  Valley  Sanitation  District  representative 
about  providing  a  sewer  to  serve  Cull  Canyon  Regional  Recreation 
Area,    General  Manager  Mott  has  determined  that  the  best  way  to  work 
out  this  problem  is  to  pump  up  the  hill  rather  than  pursue  the  original 
idea  of  running  in  a  sewer  fro  n  Cull  Canyon  Road.     He  has  found  that 
the  Cull  Canyon  Road  route  would  cost  the  Park  District  about  $60,  000, 
whereas,    a  short  line  with  pump  would  be  considerably  less  expensive. 

Engineering  for  the  bridge  at  the  entrance  to  this  park  is  being  worked 
out  at  present,  and  workmen  are  tearing  down  the  old  house  below  the 
dam  in  the  park. 

F.  Don  Castro  Regional  Recreation  Area  is  not  being  worked  on  at  this 
time. 

I  X.        COMMENTS  AND  SUGGESTIONS 

A.      Director  Macdonald  mentioned  the  fact  that  he  had  been  asked  about 
the  possibility  of  placing  a  memorial  in  one  of  the  parks  to  a  young 
woman  who  had  passed  away  recently.      The  inquiry  came  from  a  Cub 
Scout  Troop.      This  woman  had  been  a  den  mother  and  was  extremely 
well  liked  by  the  youngsters.     Director  Macdonald  has  suggested  a 
contribution  toward  construction  of  a  trailside  shelter,    but  it  was 
thought  that  a  smaller  memorial     might  be  more  suitable.      The  General 
Manager  suggested  that  a  memorial  could  be  located  in  Cull  Canyon 
Regional  Recreation  Area  as  it  is  near  San  Lorenzo,    and  that  it  might 
relate  to  a  camp  site  for  Cub  Scouts.     He  suggested  that  a  copy  of  the 
Cull  Canyon  Master  Plan  be  given  to  the  Scout  group. 
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B.      The  General  Manager  said  that  he  had  met  with  representatives  of 
organizations  which  will  hold  day  camps  in  the  Regional  Parks  next 
year,   and  that  as  a  result  of  suggestions  made  at  this  excellent  meeting 
he  will  initiate  a  training  program  for  day  camp  leaders  to  acquaint 
them  with  the  Regional  Parks,    Park  District  services,    rules  and 
regulations  and  particularly  to  inform  them  on  the  new  Interpretive 
Program. 

X.        ADJOURNMENT 

No  further  business  appearing  before  the  Board,    the  meeting  adjourned  at 
5  p.  m.

C.  A  record  of  prior  annual  leave  accumulated  by  various  park    employees 
has  been  completed  and  is  ready  for  further  action  in  the  claim  of  those 
employees  for  reimbursement  therefor.

D.  With  regard  to  the   Hunt  Course  proposed  by  Mr.   and  Mrs.    Lorimer,   the 
General  Manager  reported  that  he  had  met  with  the  home -owners  and 
improvement  associations  to  discuss  establishment  of  the  course  in 
Redwood  Regional  Park,  and  had  met  with  no  opposition  to  the  plan.

C.      Bernard  Segal  has  requested  renewal  of  his  concession  license,    and  a 
letter  from  his  attorney  written  on  his  behalf  requests  that  the  renewal 
be  for  a  five-year  period.

The  General  Manager  recommended  that  any  renewal  of  the  concession 
licenses  be  made  on  a  competitive  bid  basis.     He  stated  further,   that 
from  his  own  observation,    and  that  of  the  park  supervisors  and  other 
people,    Mr.   Segal's  operation  of  the  concessions  has  not  been  satisfactory. 
Complaints  have  been  received  about  the  quality  of  the  food,    fact  that  the 
boat  dock  is  not  in  operation  at  times  when  it  should  be,    and  that  food 
prices  are  comparatively  high. 

General  Manager  Mott  thought  that  the  Park  District  might  do  a  better 
and  more  imaginative  job  providing  better  food  and  service  if  we  hired 
a  manager  and  operated  the  concessions  ourselves.     He  has  looked  into 
the  matter  of  finding  a  person  who  could  oversee  the  food  and  boating 
operations,    has  interviewed  three  applicants  who  are  experienced  in 
food  handling  and  is  convinced  that  a  satisfactory  manager  is  obtainable. 

This  conviction  was  heightened  by  his  contact  at  the  AIPE  conference 
with  people  who  had  faced  the  same  problem  and  had  turned  away  from 
engaging  concessionaires  to  owner's  operation.     They  had  found  that  they 
could  give  better  food  and  service  at  lower  cost  and  greater  net  revenue. 


It  was  recommended  that  Mr.    Segal's  license  not  be  renewed,    and  that 
if  it  is  decided  that  the  Park  District  continue  to  have  a  concessionaire- 
operation  at  Lake  Anza,    Lake  Temescal,   and  the  Golf  Coffee  Shop,    that 
specifications  be  drawn  with  new  standards  and  that  the  license  be 
awarded  on  a  competitive  bid  b   asis. 

The  General  Manager  also  informed  the  Board  that  Mr.    Segal  has 
been  billed  for  approximately  $2,100.00  due  the  Park  District  for  cost 
of  utilities  at  his  concessions  over  several  past  years.     It  has  been 
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found  that  the  Park  District  had  paid  these  costs  inadvertently. 

A  survey  is  being  made  to  determine  whether  Park  District  operation 
of  the  refreshment  stands,    boats  and  coffee  shop  would  be  practicable, 
Questionnaires  have  been  circulated  among  golfers  already  with  the 
quite  uniform  answer  that  service  at  the  coffee  shop  is  not  satisfactory 
and  that  the  patrons  prefer  quality  above  price.     Simplification  of  the 
refreshments  sold  at  the  beaches  would  improve  operation. 

The  Board  instructed  the  General  Manager  to  inform  Mr.    Segal  that 
no  final  decision  had  been  made  as  to  whether  a  license  would  be 
granted  for  this  concession,    but  to  notify  him  that  if  a  license  is  granted, 
it  would  be  as  a  result  of  competitive  bids. 

D.      General  Manager  Mott  has  formed  an  Interpretive  Committee  to  assist 

in  evaluating  the  Interpretive  Program.      Those  serving  on  this  committee 
will  be  of  great  value  to  this  program  and  they     are  now  being  taken 
through  the  Nature  Area  in  Tilden  Park  and  made  familiar  with  the 
problems,    the  policies  a^d  plans  in  order  that  they  may  understand  the 
goals  sought  and  be  able  to  guide  us  in  reaching  them.     Their  enthusiasm 
in  working  on  the  Interpretive  Program  is  already  in  evidence. 
Dr.    Stebbins  has  collected  material  for  exhibits  including  pickled 
specimens,    skins,    birds,    etc.    which  he  is  turning  over  to  the  Park 
District  staff.

In  addition  to  the  Interpretive  Committee,    another  committee  i&  being 
formed,    comprised  of  persons  representing  the  schools.     The  General 
Manager  outlined  the  present  school  program  in  the  Tilden  Nature  Area 
which  is  entirely  separate  from  park  functions.     At  present,    only  fourth 
grade  students  have  class  work  at  the  Nature  Area  under  the  school 
program,    visiting  the  area  for  one-half  day.     The  General  Manager  said 
that  he  has  discussed  with  school  officials  the  possibility  of  the  Park 
District  administering  the  nature  study  program  for  school  children. 
On  November  5,    he  met  with  the  school  superintendents,    and  they  feel 
that  a  plan  whereby  the  Park  District  would  handle  the  program  would  be 
much  better  than  the  existing  school  program.     They  would  provide 
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transportation  for  the  children  and  we  would  coordinate  the  total  x  , 

natural  science  program  with  classwork.     The  people  in  Southern  C3^ 

Alameda  County  feel  that  -\  similar  approach  to  the  use  of  a  Nature 
Area  in  a  park  in  that  vicinity  would  be  ideal.     The  Piedmont  and 
Alameda  schools  have  not  been  participating  in  use  of  the  nature  area 
by  their  students,    and  with  the  contemplated  change  in  the  scope  of  the 
nature  area  activities,    it  is  hoped  that  schools  of  these  two  cities  will 
also  take  part. 


Director  Macdonald  asked  if  San  Leandro  schools  had  participated  in 
the  nature  area  activities,    and  the  General  Manager  said  that  he  would 
make  sure  that  San  Leandro  schools  were  informed  of  the  new  plans. 

The  Board  approved  of  the  program  outlined  by  the  General  Manager, 
and  were  enthusiastic  about  learning  more  about  it  as  plans  are 
developed  and  the  program  more  fully  defined. 

E.      The  General  Manager  has  established  a  new  basis  for  rental  fees  for 
the  clubrooms,    and  explained  the  manner  in  which  reservations  would 
be  handled.     He  also  recommended  the  adoption  of  a  rule  whereby 
groups  reserving  picnic  tables  would  be  charged  a  small  amount,, 
receiving  not  only  the  use  of  picnic  tables  at  times  convenient  to  the 
group,   but  also  firewood,    table  covers  and  refuse  disposal  bags.     The 
Board  was  asked  to  authorize  clubroom  rents,    picnic  table  reservation 
charges,    caterers'  fees  and  parking  charges,    which  are  the  same  as 
in  the  past,    by  ordinance. 

The  General  Manager's  recommendations  on  charges  was  considered 
proper  by  the  Board,  and  on  motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded 
by  Director  Macdonald,    the  following  ordinance  was  adopted:

This  ordinance  sets  forth  charges 
and  fees  applicable  to  clubroom  rentals,    parking  fees,    caterers'  fees, 
and  establishes  rates  for  picnic  table  reservations  by  groups  and  for 
day  camp  reservations. 

Section  2.      Rentals  for  clubrooms  within  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  shall  be:

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Rental  fee  for  clubrooms  rented  between  10  a.m.    and  5  p.m.    and 
10  p.  m.    shall  be  the  combined  rental  fees  of  day  and  evening  use 
to  10  p.  m.    less  $5.  00;  and  the  rate  of  $5.  00  per  hour  after  10  p.  m. 
shall  apply. 

The  foregoing  rental  fees  shall  apply  to  any  fraction  of  time  during 
the  periods  specified. 

If  time  is  required  for  preparation  of  a  clubroom  prior  to  actual 
group  use,  that  time  shall  be  included  in  the  hours  for  which  the 
clubroom  is  reserved,    and  the  hourly  rental  fee  shall  apply. 

Section  3.     Charges  for  picnic  table  reservations  shall  be  at  the  rate 
of  $1.  00  for  ten-foot  tables  and  $1.  50  for  twenty-foot  tables  and  is 
to  apply  to  groups  only. 

Section  4.      Clubroom  rentals  and  picnic  table  reservation  fees  shall 
be  paid  no  later  than  one  week  in  advance  of  the  reservation  date. 
Refunds  in  case  of  cancellation  will  not  be  made  except  when  use  of 
facilities  is  made  impossible  by  an  Act  of  God,    unless  the  clubroom 
or  picnic  tables  can  be  re-reserved  to  another  party. 

Section  5.     Special  rates  or  waiver  of  rental  fees  for  clubroom  or 
picnic  table  reservations  will  not  be  granted  unless  such  special  rate 
or  waiver    is.  requested  on  the  basis  that  the  reservation  is  made  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  benefit  to  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District, 
in  which  case  a  special  rate  or  waiver  of  rental  fee  may  be  made  at  the 

discretion  of  the  General  Manager.

Section  6'.     Parking  fees  charged  at  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Recreation 
Area,    Lake  Anza  parking  lot  and  Thomas  J.    Roberts  Recreation  Area 
parking  lot  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  25£  per  car  with  no  time  limit.     Said 
parking  fees  shall  be  charged  every  day  at  Lake  Temescal  Regional 
Recreation  Area  during  the  swimming  season;  and  on  weekends  and 
holidays  during  swimming  season  at  Lake  Anza  parking  lot  and  the 
Thomas  J.    Roberts  Recreation  Area, 

Section  7.     Caterers  who  work  within  the  Regional  Parks  shall  be 
required  to  furnish  evidence  of  products  liability  insurance  with 
minimum  limits  of  $100,  000/$200,  000,    and  shall  pay  a  caterers'  fee 
of  $5.00  each  time  they  are  engaged  to  work  within  the  Regional  Parks. 

Section  8.     No  charge  will  be  made  for  use  of  day  camp  sites  by 
organized  groups  with  headquarters  within  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District.     A  charge  of  $5.  00  per  day  for  use    of  day  camp  sites  will  be 
made  to  groups  with  headquarters  outside  said  Park  District. 

Section  9.     The  General  Manager  shall  be  authorized  to  establish 
general  rules  and  regulations  setting  forth  details  regarding  reserva- 
tions and  use  of  clubrooms  and  picnic  areas  by  groups. 

Section  10.     This  Ordinance  shall  become  effective  January  1,    1963.

(4)  Al  Evans,    classified  as  a  Custodian,    should  be  classified  as  Park 
Workman  as  most  of  his  time  is  put  in  outside  the  clubhouse  in 
work    on  the  tees  and  greens  nearby. 
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(5)  Ellis  Davis,    classified  as  Maintenance  Mechanic  should  be 

classified  as  Equipment  Mechanic.     He  has  had  training  in  repair 
of  diesel  equipment  which,    if  he  proves  qualified,    makes  him 
eligible  for  this  job.     He  understands  that  if  he  is  unable  to  handle 
the  work  on  diesel  motors  he  would  be  reclassified.

I.       The  General  Manager  reported  that  the  Golf  Advisory  Committee  has 
discussed  the  entire  golf  course  program  and  finds  that  the  problem  of 
slow  play  on  Tilden  Golf  Course  should  be  corrected  if  possible. 

Novice  players  cause  most  of  the  slow-down  in  play,    and  it  is  recom- 
mended that  a  9-hole  golf  course,    adjoining  the  present  course  would 
alleviate  this  problem.     With  such  an  addition,   play  on  Tilden  Golf 
Course  would  be  increased. 

In  addition  to  this  suggestion,    the  committee  proposed  that,    effective 
January  1,    1963,    or  as  soon  as  preliminary  p Ian s~a-re- completed,    an 
additional  25£  be  charged  to  play.     The  money  collected  from  this 
amount  added  to  greens  fees  would  be  allowed  to  accumulate  in  a  special 
fund  which  would  offset  the  cost  of  a  new  9-hole  golf  course.     If  con- 
struction of  a  new  course  could  be  accomplished  in  this  way,    the  Park 
District  operating  budget  would  not  be  affected,   and  golfers  themseives 
would  pay  for  it. 

The  General  Manager  explained  how  an  additional  9-hole  course  could 
be  laid  out,   adjacent  to  Tilden  Golf  Course,     He  said  that  Robert  Graves, 
Golf  Course  Architect,    had  gone  over  the  field  with  Mr.  -Carpenter  and 
Mr.  Fogg,    and  that  he  will  prepare  a  feasibility  report  and  cost  estimate 
with  preliminary  drawings.     He  would  do  all  preliminary  work  except 
working  drawings  for  $10r  per  day  for  consultation  and  on-site  study  and 
$10  per  hour  for  office  time  plus  a  retainer  of  $400,    guaranteeing  that 
total  cost  for  preliminary  work  would  not  exceed  $1,  500.     This  cost  of 
preliminary  work  would  be  credited  toward  the  cost  of  complete  plans  and 
specifications  estimated  cost  of  which  would  come  to  $4,  500.     The 
General  Manager  said  that  a   study  on  a  site  for  a  new  golf  clubhouse 
could  be  incorporated  in  Mr.    Graves'  work. 

The  General  Manager  stated  that  he  feels  the  principle  of  accruing  a 
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fund  for  golf  course  construction  through  the  25£  surcharge  is  a 
proper  approach  and  that  after  building  a  9-hole  course  in  Tilden,    it 
might  be  continued  to  build  funds  for  another  golf  course  in  another 
park.     It  is  estimated  that  ai    a  legate  fund  for  this  purpose  would  be 
accumulated  in  two  years.     He  suggested  that  if  the  Board  is  in  favor 
of  having  preliminary  plans  prepared  by  Mr.   Graves  as  proposed, 
that  no  charge  be  made  to  the  golfers  until  the  plan  is  completed. 
Notice  should  then  be  posted  at  the  golf  course  and  the  surcharge  of 
25£  explained  to  the  golfers.      Tickets  would  be  marked  so  that  the 
25£  payment  would  be  indicated  separately  from  regular  greens  fees, 
and  the  status  of  the  accumulating  fund  could  be  posted  periodically. 

The  Board  was  unanimously  in  favor  of  having  preliminary  work  on 
a  9-hole  golf  course  done  as  suggested  and,    on  motion  of  Director 
Macdonald,    seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,    the  following  resolution 
was  adopted:

I  X.  PROGRESS  REPORT 

A.  In  approximately  one  week,    road  grading  at  the  rifle  range  site 
will  have  been  completed.      The  Range  Building  foundation  has 
been  staked  out  and  construction  will  begin  immediately. 

B.  The  Master  Plan  for  the  stable  building  in  Grass  Valley 
Regional  Park  is  nearly  complete.     Mr.    George  White,    who 
will  operate  this  stable,    will  then  make  the  decision  as  to  which 
of  the  component  units  of  the  total  planned  development  should 
be  built   first. 

C.  There  is  no  further  information  on  the  Coyote  Hills  development. 
A  meeting  is  being  held  to  discuss  hiring  a  firm  to  evaluate  the 
project  and  do  the  engineering  work. 

D.  There  is  still  nothing  to  report  on  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park 
as  the  General  Manager  has  not  yet  met  with  Mr.    Brucato  of 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department.     It  is  expected  that  this 
meeting  will  take  place  within  a  week. 

E.  Working  drawings  for  work  at  Cull  Canyon  Regional  Recreation 
Area  are  showing  progress.      There  are  no  cost  figures  yet. 
Problems  on  construction  of  a  bridge  are  being  resolved  with 
the  Flood  Control  District,    and  the  problem  of  receding  water- 
line  is  receiving  attention  now. 

F.  There  was  nothing  to    report  on  Don  Castro  Regional  Recreation 
Area.

The    plan  would   give    the    Park   District    quality   and   inventory 
controls.       Food    served   at   the    lakes    would   be    more    limited, 
and   the    general   improvement   would   make    the    public    more 
conscious    of  the    fact   that   our    Regional    Parks    provide    an 
outstanding    service    in   keeping   with   the    plan   to    improve 
general    park  operations    and   provide    service    and   development 
of   a   high    quality.       The    General    Manager    had   discussed   the 
subject   of   having    concessionaires    versus    owner -operation 
with   various    park   executives    at   the    Kansas    City   AIPE    Con- 
ference   and   was    convinced   after    hearing   their    experiences 
that    the   Park    District    should   undertake    to   handle   the 
Refectory   concessions    at    Tilden   golf   clubhouse,     Lake    Anza 
and    Lake    Temescal.

The    General    Manager    stated   that   he    believed   this    plan   to 
be    entirely   feasible,     and    said   that   if   the    Board   was    in 
favor    of   such    a   move,     he   would    recommend   that    an   ex- 
penditure   of   $45,  000.     out   of   reserve   funds    be    authorized 
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to   cover   costs    of   remodelling.       He   presented  a   sketch   showing 
how   the   golf   coffee    shop  might   be    remodelled. 

Mr.     Curtis    Carrothers   was    introduced   to   the    Board   as    a 
person  who   was    interested  in  handling    supervision   of  the   food 
operations.       Mr.     Carrothers    spoke   to    the    Board,     outlining 
his   background   in   the    restaurant   business    and   citing   his   train- 
ing   under    a   fine    chef, 

A  general   discussion  followed.     The    General    Manager    said  that 
if  the    Board   approved  his    proposal,    he   would  plan  to   close   the 
golf   coffee    shop   on   January    1st   for    two   weeks.       It   would   take 
45   days   to   obtain   equipment,    which  would  be   modular    so   that 
it    could   be    moved   into    a   new    clubhouse    if   one    is    constructed 
in   the    future. 

Director  Roeding  asked  for  an  estimate  of  operational  expense, 
and  the  General  Manager  replied  that  $50,000.  of  the  $75,000. 
annual   gross   would   go   for   personnel   and   supplies. 

Director   Woolridge   thought   that   the   plan    submitted  was    good   and 
agreed  that    something    should  be   done   to   improve    service   at  the 
golf   coffee    shop. 

Director    Macdonald   cited   the    experience   at   the    San   Francisco 

Zoo   where   the   concessionaire    system  had  been   replaced  by 

operation   under   the   San   Francisco    Zoo   Society,    with  the    result 

that    net    profits    had    risen    from    $35,000.     to    $150,000.     which  _ 

made   possible   a   zoo    rebuilding   program.       A  new   golf   clubhouse 

might  be   built  with   proceeds    fromthe   coffee    shop   at    Tilden.  ■

Persons    who   have    hospitalization    insurance   other    than 
Blue    Cross    at    the    time    of    employment,     and   who    wish    to 
retain    such   personal    hospital   insurance    coverage    may, 
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upon    submittal  of  proof  of  such  coverage,     receive  the  $3.  50 
monthly  contribution  by  the  Park  Dist  rict  toward  their  premiums 
after  having  completed  the  six  months  probationary  period  of 
employment. 


The  Park  District  will  contribute  toward  the  premium  of  any 
employee  on  permanent  status  who  does  not  have,    at  this  time 
any  group  hospital  insurance,    but  such  a  person  must  take  out 
his  insurance  with  Hospital  Insurance  Company  of  California 
(Blue  Cross). 

J.  Regional  Park  Residence 

The  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  has  a  limited  number  of 
residences  that  are  available  to  employees  of  the  District. 
Reasonable  rents  are  charged. 

A  rental  agreement  must  be  signed  stating  the  conditions  herein 
for  occupancy  of  the  residence. 

Employees  living  in  District  residence  are  expected  to  assist  in 
Security  and  Fire  Protection  of  the  property  of  the  District.

F.  The  General  Manager  presented  designs  that  might  be  imprinted  on 
the  table  covers  to  be  supplied  to  groups  of  picnickers,    and  on  the 
refuse  bags,    also  supplied.     He  had  designs  for  auto  decals  and  suggested 
that  two  decals  be  used  -  one  designating  a  resident  of  the  Park  District, 
and  one  a  non-resident.     Printing  would  be  inexpensive. 

A  new  design  for  the  disposable  cardboard  refuse  boxes  used  throughout 
the  parks  was  also  presented. 

The  General  Manager  stated  that  the  reduced  cost  of  maintenance  through 
use  of  the  refuse  sacks  and  the  boxes,    would  offset  the  cost  of  furnishing 
them.     He  has  received  letters  from  people  who  have  used  the  table  covers 
on  a  test  basis,   and  they  have  been  very  receptive  to  this  idea,   and  have 
asked  to  buy  them.      The  General  Manager  said  also  that  he  is  looking 
into  the  possibility  of  furnishing  the  "resident"  auto  decal  to  District 
residents  along  with  their  tax  bills. 

The  Board  selected  the  designs  to  be  used  and  instructed  the  General 
Manager  to  proceed  with  plans  for  having  the  printing  done  and  for  sup- 
plying decals  to  District  residents  as  outlined. 

G.  The  Golf  Advisory  Committee  had  prepared  recommendations  for  club- 
house needs  at  the  golf  course,    and  these  recommendations,    along  with 
reports  on  soil  fertility  levels  and  recommendations  for  specific  turf 
areas,    which  were  prepared  by  Agriform  Chemical  Company  and 
Woodland  Laboratory,    were  given  to  the  Directors  for  study.

A.      The  employees  plan  a  Christmas  party  which  will  induce  their  families, 
and  General  Manager  Mott  asked  the  Directors  to  attend  with  their  wives 
and  families  on  December  20  at  the  Brazilian  Room.

D.  With  regard  to  the   grazing  lease  of  land  in  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park, 
General  Manager  Mott  informed  the  Board  that  the  District's  Interpretive 
Department  Chief  was  concerned  about  the  requirement  that  the  lessee 
should  control  squirrels  and  conduct  a  poisoning  campaign  should  rodents 
become  too  numerous  on  the  land.     It  was  felt  that  if  an  extensive  squirrel 
poisoning  program  should  take  place  other  game  would  be  affected  and 
the  predators  would  then  leave  the  area.     The  County  Agricultural 
Commissioner  has  b    een  consulted  on  this  subject  and  stated  that  they 
are  mostly  concerned  with  controlling  plague  epidemics,    but  that  the 
County  would  be  willing  to  work  with  the  Park  District  on  this  matter 
under  a  mutual  understanding.     This  area  is  not  critical  and  rodent 
control  is  maintained  very  well  by  the  natural  predators. 

A  sub-lease  for  land  which  the  District  now  leases  from  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department  has  been  prepared  and  signed  by  Davilla 
Bros.     This   sub-lease  would  become  effective  immediately  upon  receipt 
of  written  permission  of  the  Water  Department  to  sub-let  which  is  forth- 
coming,    It  covers  714  acres  at  $3,  86  per  acre,    and  was  presented  to 
the  Board  for  signature.     On' motion  of  Director  Roeding,    seconded  by 
Director  Woolridge,    the  following  resolution  was  adopted;

E.  The  General  Manager  reported  that  work  on  the  beach  at  the  Cull  Canyon 
Regional  Recreation  Area  must  be  done  before  the  lake  fills  up  to  prevent 
loss  of  sand  as  the  water  recedes  through  the  year.     In  searching  for 
the  best  solution  to  this  problem,    it  was  found  that  reinforced  cement 
surfacing  on  the  slope  between  high  and  low  level  waterlines  would  be 
the  most  economical  and  practical  control.     This  would  help  in  making 
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the  water  less  turbid.     The  cement  would  be  finished  with  paint  such  as 
that  used  for  swimming  pools  which  discourages  algae  growth.      The 
light  finish  would  make  rescue  work  more  efficient.     In  checking  the 
use  of  cement  against  gunite,    it  was  found  that  gunite  would  cost  twice 
as  much  as  cement.     Therefore,    the  General  Manager  recommended  that 
he  be  authorized  to  advertise  for  bids  for  obtaining  approximately 
50,  000  square  feet  of  cement  to  be  reinforced,   and  poured  in  a  3"  thick- 
ness for  the  Cull  Canyon  beach.     Funds  therefor  would  come  from  the 
reserve  account.

F.  Samples  of  the  Christmas  letter  sent  to  the  various  individuals  and  firms 
with  whom  the  District  has  business  connections  were  shown  to  the 
Directors.     The  letter  specifically  asks  that  gifts  not  be  given  to  Park 
Employees,    stating  that  continued  good  service  is  sufficient  thanks  for 
the  Park  District's  business. 

G.  Dr.    Bliss,    principal  of  Skyline  High  School,    has  requested  use  of  the 
Roberts  Area  swimming  pool  on  weekdays  between  3  and  5  p.m.    during 
March,    April  and  part  of  May,    1963,    for  the  students.     The  school 
would  provide  lifeguards  and  would  pay  for  this  pool  use  on  the  same 
basis  on  which  they  pay  the  city. 

General  Manager  Mott  said  that  this  question  had  come  up  before  and 
that  the  District  Attorney's  office  had  been  opposed  to  the  granting  of 
such  use  on  the  premise  that  it  was  considered  as  a  grant  of  exclusive 
use  of  a  public  park  facility.     However,    it  is  thought  that  it  would  not 
be  considered  exclusive  use  if  the  pool  is  available  to  any  school  for 
the  same  type  of  use.     The  pool  is  idle  during  the  winter  and  spring 
months,    but  it  is  kept  full  of  water.      The  only  expense  in  putting  it  to 
use  would  be  heating  the  water.     Money  derived  from  student  use  during 
these  months  would  offset  some  of  t)ne  costs  of  work  being  done  in  the 
Roberts  Area,    and  the  General  Manager  pointed  out  that  in  his  opinion 
such  rental  of  the  pool  would  be  no  different  than  a  clubroom  reserva- 
tion in  principle.     He  said  that  if  the  Board  had  no  objection,    he  would 
explore  this  subject  further.     The  Board  instructed  him  to  proceed  with 
further  investigations. 

T  X.      PROGRESS  REPORT 


A.  Grading  at  the  rifle  range  in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  is 

complete  except  for  the  road  which  is  three-quarters  finished.     Grading 
and  filling  for  the  main  range  building  has  been  accomplished  and  the 
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foundation  has  been  staked  out.     A  50,  000-gallon  water  tank  has  been 
installed  to  provide  water  for  this  area  and  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  has  surveyed  the  site  and  it  is  expected  that  electric  service 
will  be  in  within  two  weeks. 

B.  The  preliminary  master  plan  for  grading  at  the  stable  site  in  Grass 
Valley  Regional  Park  has  been  completed,    and  discussions  are  taking 
place  with  Mr.    White  now  on  the  construction  details.     The  buildings 
will  be  staked  out  this  week  and  equipment  will  be  moved  in  the  following 
week  to  begin  work. 

C.  The  Committee  on  the  Coyote  Hills  Project  is  now  studying  proposals 
from  five  engineering  firms  to  determine  which  is  best  qualified  to 
produce  a  report  on  feasibility.     They  will  then  establish  a  formula 
whereby  cost  of  this  report  can  be  handled.     With  Congress  going  ahead 
with  provision  of  funds  to  start  development,    the  committee  should  be 
able  to  proceed, 

D.  General  Manager  Mott  and  representatives  of  the  San  Francisco  Water 
Department  plan  to  meet  next  week  to  discuss  water  supply  for  Sunol 
Valley  Regional  Park.     There  is  no  particular  work  progress  in  this 
area  to  report  as  development  hinges  on  the  outcome  of  this  conference. 

E.  Engineering  data  has  been  gathered  to  complete  studies  on  the  construc- 
tion of  a  bridge  at  Cull  Canyon  Regional  Recreation  Area.     Studies  of 
the  beach  area  have  also  been  completed,   and  work  on  design  of  a  buil- 

\Vr      ding  will  be  started  upon  arrival  of   the  District's  architect.     The  service 
road  from  Heyer  Avenue  will  be  completed  late  in  January,    construction 
of  the  bridge  will  take  about  two  and  one-half  months.     General  work 
which  has  been  accomplished  includes  dismantling  the  old  Peterson 
house  below  the  dam,    tree  removal  and  some  grading, 

F.  There  was  no  report  on  Don  Castro  Regional  Recreation  Area.     Mr.   Karn 
has  reported  that  Flood  Control  District  work  is  on  schedule  and  that 
work  will  begin  in  this  park  next  spring. 

COMMENTS  AND  SUGGESTIONS 

A,      Members  of  the  Hayward  Area  Recreation  and  Park  District  Board  of 

Directors  were  present  along  with  their  General  Manager  and  Mr.    Robert 
Hannon,    who  will  soon  have  a  seat  on  the  Alameda  County  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

Mrs.   Meda  Soares  of  the  HARD  Board,    spoke  of  their  desire  to  form  a 
cooperative  working  relationship  with  the  Regional  Park  District,    and 
said  that  they  would  like  to  arrange  a  work  session  with  the  Park 
District  Board  to  find  out  what  the  Regional  Park  District  plans  to 
develop  in  Southern  Alameda  County,     She  said  that,    in  this  way,    dupli- 
cation of  efforts  might  be  avoided. 

Director  Roeding  commented  that  an  exchange  of  ideas  between  the  two 
Districts  would  be  very  helpful. 

The  HARD  Board  meets  at  8  p.  m.    on  the  evenings  of  the  second  and 
fourth  Mondays  of  each  month,    and  Regional  Park  Directors  were 
invited  to  attend  these  meetings. 

It  was  also  suggested  that  General  Manager  Mott  and  HARD  General 
Manager  Savattone  might  arrange  a  mutually  agreeable  date  after  t!. 
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first  of  the  year  on  which  the  two  Boards  could  get  together.

A  bid  was  received  from  East  Bay  Restaurant  Supply  but  this  bid 
did  not  have   bid  bond  and  was    not   on  proper    form  and  could 
not   be    considered   a    qualified   bid.

VI  I.  UNFINISHED   BUSINESS 
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A.      General    Manager    Mott    reported   that    the    Alameda    Cou  tty 
Board   of   Supervisors    wishes    to    set     .       \n   Alameda 
County    Parks    (Recreation   Areas)    Advisory    Committee    to 
provide    park   and    recreational    advice    and    services    to 
Al'imeda    County.       By-laws    would   be    patterned   after   those 
of   the   Alameda    County    Highway   Advisory    Committee. 
The    Board   of   Supervisors    has    asked   the    office    of   the 
District   Attorney    to   determine   the    legality   of   the    County 
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entering  into  an  agreement  with  the  Regional  Park  District  to 
provide  park  and  recreational  advice  and  services  to  Alameda 
County  on  a  contractual  basis.     The  Regional  Park  District 
would  be  a  member  of  this  proposed  committee  and  might  act 
for  the  county  through  inter-agency  legislation.     The  potential 
for  federal  or  state  aid,    which  is  not  now  available  to  the  Park 
District  and  the  ways  in  which  Alameda  County  can  assist  the 
Regional  Parks  will  open  up  the  possibility  for  new  development 
heretofore  non-existent. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  feels  that  such  an  advisory  committee 
would  provide  the  policy  control  necessary  to  effect  the  proposed 
contractual  arrangement  and  wants  the  Park  District  to  fulfill  this 
need. 

No  action  was  recommended  until  the  proposal  is  drafted  and  a 
formal  approach  made.     The  General  Manager  was  instructed  to 
cooperate  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  to  express  the  Park 
Board's  willingness  to  entertain  their  suggestion  when  it  is  clari- 
fied.

Z.      Preliminary  drawings  of  the  proposed  nine-hole  golf  course  were 
presented  to  the  Board.     There  is  only  one  possible  site  that  would 
be  practical,   but  this  site  will  not  permit  use  of  one  golf  club- 
house to  serve  both  the  nine -hole  and  the  18-hole  courses.     However, 
the  building  located  on  the  nine-hole  course  would  only  be  a 
"starter's  shack",   and  not  as  complete  a  building  as  the  clubhouse 
for  the  larger  course.     The  General  Manager  felt  that  the  nine- 
hole  course  should  be  used  for  people  learning  the  game,   primarily. 
He  also  said  that  a  new  driving  range  should  be  constructed,   and 
that  the  present  range  should  then  be  used  for  additional  parking 
space.     As  a  power  line  runs  through  the  area  where  the  new  course 
is  planned  and  near  the  site  of  the  proposed  driving  range,    it  is 
thought  that  night  lighting  would  be  possible  and  that  for  the  first 
time  in  this  area,    people  would  be  permitted  to  play  at  night.     A 
survey  will  be  conducted  on  weather  conditions  to  see  if  such  a 
plan  would  be  feasible. 

A  g-ove  of  trees  planted  by  Mr.    Charles  Knights  stands  partially 
within  the  area  of  the  proposed  nine-hole  course.     General  Manager 
Mott  plans  to  discuss  with  Mr,    Knights  the  possibility  of  moving 
some  of  these  trees.     He  said  that  Mr.   Knights  has  invested  $500 
each  year  in  the  planting  of  trees  in  this  grove,   and  that  he  has 
faithfully  hauled  water  to  them  and  even  stayed  with  them  at  night 
during  the  Christmas  season  to  protect  them  from  marauders. 
The  General  Manager  felt  strongly  that  Mr.   Knights  should  receive 
every  consideration  with  regard  to  these  trees  in  view  of  his  devo- 
tion to  them,    and,    if  he  will  agree  to  moving  some  of  them,    he 
suggested  that  a  placque  be  placed  in  the  building  on  the  new  golf 
course  as  a  sign  of  the  Park  Board's  recognition  of  his  contribution 
to  the  park.     The  Board  was  unanimously  in  favor  of  following  the 
course  of  action  outlined  by  the  General  Manager. 

D.      The  General  Manager  reported  that  several  letters  had  been 

received  from  persons  expressing  the  opinion  that  the  Park  Distric* 
should  continue  to  permit  the  concessions  at  the  golf  course  and 
at  the  lakes  to  operate.     The  action  of  the  Park  Board  had  not  been 
taken  without  full  consideration,    and  General  Manager  Mott 
suggested  that  in  reply  to  these  letters,    the  writers  be  asked  to 
check  out  the  results  of  this  move  after  the  golf  coffee  shop  is 
again  in  operation,    and  that  financial  statements  for  the  next  six 
months  and  year  be  provided  these  individuals  which  would  reflect 
the  degree  of  success  of  this  venture, 

A  letter  was  received  from  Bernard  Segal  in  which  he  expressed 
his  regret  upon  learning  of  the  decision  of  the  Board  to  undertake 
operation  of  the  golf  course  coffee  shop  and  the  refreshment  stands 
at  the  lakes-     Mr,    Segal  stated  that  had  he  been  aware  of  any  plan 
for  such  action,    he  would  have  foregone  his  trip  to  Arizona  and 
would  have  appeared  before  the  Board  at  the  November  27  meeting 
to  discuss  the  subject. 
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Mr.   Segal  stated  further  that  a  letter  from  the  Park  District 
General  Manager  lead  him  to  believe  that  a  contract  for  opera- 
tion of  these  concessions  would  be  granted  on  a  competitive  bid 
basis,   and  that  he  was  confident  that  he  could  bid  successfully 
for  the  contract.     Mr,    Segal  expressed  his  appreciation  to  the 
Board  for  his  association  with  the  Park  District  over  many  past 
years,   and  offered  his  services  in  the  future  should  they  be 
helpful. 

After  hearing  the  letter  read  by  the  General  Manager,   the  Board 
instructed  him  to  reply,   thanking  him  for  past  services  and 
stating  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,   the  operation  of  these 
concessions  by  the  Park  District  would  be  advantageous  to  all 
concerned.

C.  General  Manager  Mott  reported  that  he  had  talked  to  the 
President  of  the  Mayor's  Conference,   Mr.  Jack  Maltester, 
-who  had  requested  that  the  Regional  Park  Board  ask,   by  letter, 
for  an  opportunity  to  present  the  Regional  Park  legislative 
program  to  them.     It  is  believed  that  the  earliest  meeting  would 
be  on  the  evening  of  February  6,     The  General  Manager  said  that 
he  had  had  an  enthusiastic  response  from  the  various  mayors  and 
city  managers  in  his  discussions  with  them  about  the  Regional 
Park  plans,    and  that  these  talks  had  been  particularly  valuable 
inasmuch  as  some  of  the  mayors  and  city  managers  were  quite 
unfamiliar  with  the  functions  of  the  Regional  Parks,    and  thus 
were  eager  to  receive  information  about  them.     General  Manager 
Mott  also  talked  to  Senator  Holmdahl,    who  agreed  to  bring  the 
Park  District  legislative  program  before  the  State  Assembly.

X.  PROGRESS  REPORT 

A,  At  the  Rifle  and  Pistol  Range  rough  grading  is  basically  completed.| 
Construction  on  all  buildings  is  moving  ahead. 

B,  The  mister  plan  for  the  Stable  area  in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park 
is  being  completed  and  will  be  presented  to  the  Board  in  January 
for  approval.     The  General  Manager  said  that  in  endeavoring  to 
develop  plans  for  economical  construction  and  operation,   the 
solutions  to  the  problems  presented  have  proved  to  be  unique, 
practical  and  functional.     He  said  that  Jim  Black  and  Stan  Cosca 
have  been  very  helpful  in  offering  suggestions,    being  the  owners 
of  Skvline  Ranch,    which  will,    in  a  sense  be  a  competitive  business 
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to  the  Grass  Valley  stable  when  it  is  in  operation.     Their  co- 
operation was  very  much  appreciated. 

C.  An  outline  of  the  Coyote  Hills  Project  financial  responsibility  and 
supporting  preliminary  plans  for  park  and  recreation  development 
has  been  prepared.     Costs  would  be  borne  by  all  public  agencies 
contiguous  to  the  project.     Funds  for  development  would  be 
provided  by  Federal  engineers,    and  Fourteen  million  dollars  has 
been  approved  for  this  work  with  $100,  000  allocated  for  preliminary 
work. 

D.  The  General  Manager  reported  that  he  had  met  with  representatives 
of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  and  had  explained  the  plans 
for  development  of  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park.     This  discussion 
had  resulted  in  great  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  Mr.    Brucato, 
Manager  of  the  Water  Department  Land  Division,    who  was  personally 
interested,    and  he  indicated  that  he  would  approve  the  requests  for 
the  cooperation  of  his  Department. 

The  General  Manager  had  requested  the    release  of  water  from 
Calaveras  Dam  into  the  creek  to  support  fishing;  permission  to 
drill  for  underground  water  sources;  permission  to  construct 
check  dams  to  impound  water  along  the  creek;  water  supply  from 
the  aquaduct  to  serve  the  park  at  the  lowest  possible  price  allowed 
by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission;  grant  of  a  revocable  permit 
for  use  of  San  Francisco  Water  Department  land  for  an  indefinite 
period  of  time  at  a  cost  to  the  Park  District  equal  to  taxes  paid  on 
this  land  (now  approximately  62£  per  acre). 

The  Water  Department  will  agree  to  recreational  use  of  the  leased 
land  on  condition  that  if  restrooms  are  located  near  streams, 
closed  septic  tanks  will  be  used. 

The  San  Francisco  Water  Department  plans  to  construct  a  dam 
near  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park  and  wishes  to  face  it  with  rock 
similar  to  that  used  on  the  Calaveras  Dam.     In  order  to  haul  this 
rock  to  the  site  of  the  new  dam,    they  would  have  to  use  the  road 
through  the  park.      They  have  agreed  to  haul  at  times  allowed  by 
the  Park  District,   and  the  contractor  will  oil  the  section  of  road 
linking  Calaveras  Road  and  Geary  Road.     Subsequent  to  hauling, 
the  county  will  pave  Geary  Road.     The  General  Manager  '  recom- 
mended that  the  Board  authorize  him  to  grant  permission  to  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Department  for  trucks  to  cross  the  park 
property,   and  on  motion  of  Director  Macdonald,    seconded  by 
Director  Roeding,    the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

committees  on  the  Coyote  Hills  Project  a  report  was  finally  prepared 
which  has  been  submitted  to  all  the  cities,    Park  District  and  Flood 
Control  District  suggesting  they  contribute  toward  a  feasibility  report 
on  the  recreation  potential  of  the  Project  as  related  to  work  the  Corps 
of  Engineers  is  now  doing,    in  preparation  of  working  drawingSi     If 
the  various  agencies  are  concerned  with  the  recreation  potential, 
this  information  must  be  submitted  to  the  Corps  of  Engineers  to 
permit  modification  of  the  design  to  provide  for  recreational  features. 

Plans  call  for  a  fresh-water  lagoon,  maintained  at  a  constant  level. 
The  shape  and  depth  of  this  lake  can  be  determined  by  agencies 
interested  in  the  recreational  purposes  of  the  project.     The  entire 
area  will  take  in  three  to  four  thousand  acres  with  a  1000'  Y  into  the 
Bay. 

Agencies  expected  to  participate  in  this  Project  include  cities  of 
Fremont,    Newark,    Union  City,    Hayward,    the  Alameda  County  Water 
Conservation  and  Flood  Control  District  and  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District.     The  General  Manager  described  the  recreation 
potential  and  pointed  out  that  with  freeway  alignments  being  settled, 
and  a  surrounding  area  of  open  land,   there  is  nothing  to  restrict 
planning,    and  costs  would  be  minimum.     He  stressed  the  importance 
of  all  agencies  joining  together.

V  I.     UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 
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A.  General  Manager  Mott  reported  that  he  had  received  information 
compiled  by  Mr.    D.    L.    Van  Buskirk  relative  to  ownership  of 
properties  traversed  by  Huckleberry  Trail,   and  attitudes  of  the 
owners  toward  possible  sale  of  land  to  the  Park  District.     A  map 
of  the  area  was  shown  to  the  Board.     The  General  Manager  recom- 
mended that  no  action  be  taken  on  this  matter  pending  the  outcome  of 
the  question  of  the  Park  District's  obtaining  a  tax  rate  increase,   and 
he  also  felt  that  plans  for  the  Park  Boulevard  tunnel  construction 
might  have  a  bearing  on  whether  land  north    of  Pinehaven  Road  might 
also  be  available.     There  is  no  estimate  at  this  time  of  the  total  cost 
of  acquiring  this  props  rty. 

The  Board  was  in  agreement  with  the  General  Manager's  suggestion  to 
wait  until  these  questions  are  settled  before  taking  further  action. 

B.  Federal  funds  up  to  40%  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  a  stock  pond 
in  Sunol  Valley  will  be  available,   according  to  the  General  Manager. 
This  pond  would  be  located  on  the  west  side  of  McGuire  Peaks  and 
would  provide  a  water  supply  in  this  otherwise  dry  grazing  land.     The 
water  is  particularly  important  as  a  means  of  fighting  fire,   and 
would  also  provide  an  ideal  home  for  frogs  and  turtles.     Davilla 
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Brothers,   who  lease  this  ground  for  cattle  grazing,   Ken  Sturgis, 
Park  Supervisor,   and  Christian  Nelson  of  the  Interpretive  Department 
all  agreed  that  the  pond  would  be  a  worthwhile  addition.     Cost  to  the 
Park  District  would  be  approximately  $1,  000.

C.         The  General  Manager  met  with  the  Alameda  County  Parks  (Recreation 
Areas)  Advisory  Committee  on  January  31.     This  committee  has  been 
established  to  coordinate  the  development  plans  in  Alameda  County  of 
all  the  various  park  and  recreation  agencies,   to  provide  a  means  of 
exchange  of  info r .nation,   to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity,    thereby 
reducing  the  possibility  of  overlapping  of  plans,   and  to  advise  with 
respect  to  proper  channelling  of  state  of  government  funds  where  they 
would  do  the  most  good. 

At  this  meeting,   Mr.    Emanuel  Razeto  was  elected  chairman  of  the 
committee.     General  Manager  Mott  was  elected  chairman  of  the 
Technical  Committee,   which  is  strictly  advisory  and  is  made  up  of 
the  Superintendents  of  park  departments  to  provide  technical  informa- 
tion to  the  General  Committee.     At  that  time,    the  General  Manager 
stated  that  he  did  not,    then,   have  authority  to  speak  in  this  capacity. 
He  stated  that  the  President  of  the  Regional  Park  Board  or  his 
representative  should  be  named  as  the  Park  District's  official

D.         General  Manager  Mott  presented  the  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Public  Resources  Code  drafted  by  the  District  Attorney's  office  in 
accordance  with  previous  discussions  of  the  needs  for  code  changes. 
He  read  the  amendments  and  outlined  the  procedure  to  be  followed 
in  having  them  introduced  at  the  State  Legislature.     The  amendments 
would  first  be  submitted  to  the  Legislative  Counsel  who  would  return 
them  to  the  Park  District  through  Chairman  Byron  Rumford  within 
thirty  to  forty-five  days.      When  the  bills  are  returned,    they  will  be 
re-submitted  to  the  Mayors  and  City  Managers  of  cities  within  the 
Park  District  for  review.     If  the  bills  are  endorsed  by  the  Mayors  and 
City  Managers,    the  bills  will  be  transmitted  to  Assemblyman  Byron 
Rumford,    who  will  arrange  for  introducing  them  in  the  State 
Legislature. 


The  proposed  amendments  are  as  follows: 

Section  5545:  Amended  to  provide  for,    in  addition  to  the  five  cent 
tax  rate  in  effect,    another  five  cents  per  hundred  dollars  of  assessed 
valuation  during  the  fiscal  years  1964-65  through  1968-69,    for  use  in 
land  acquisition  and  capital  improvements  only. 

Section  5515:     Would  make  possible  a  seven-ward  district. 

Section  5527:    Would  make  possible  a  Board  of  seven  directors. 
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Section  5532:    Would  bring  the  Public  Resources  Code  provisions 
with  regard  to  election  into  conformity  with  the  Elections  Code  with 
respect  to  time  limits  for  circulating  and  filing  nomination  papers. 

Section  5533:  Would  stipulate  the  terms  of  elected  directors  with 
respect  to  a  Board  of  seven  directors. 

Section  5536:  Vvould  increase  Directors'  fees  from  $10  to  $25  per 
meeting  for  a  maximum  of  two  meetings  per  month  for  which  fees 
may  be  paid. 

Section  5540:  Would  increase  from  ten  to  25  years  the  maximum 
term  for  leasing  property. 

Section  5549:    Would  increase  to  $2,  000  the  amount  for  which  open 
market  purchases  may  be  made. 

Section  5540:    Would  provide  that  the  Superintendent  work  under 
direction  of  the  General  Manager  rather  than  under  direction  of  the 
Board. 

Section  5554:    Would  change  requirement  for  publication  of  Statement 
of  Receipts  and  Disbursements  for  a  calendar  year  immediately 
after  the  Board's  first  meeting  in  January  of  each  year,    to  publication 
on  a  fiscal  year  basis  immediately  after  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  in  July. 

Section  5563:  Extends  the  lease-period  from  ten  to  25  years  with 
respect  to  lease  of  land  determined  unnecessary  for  park  purposes. 

Section  5594:    In  line  with  the  proposed  increases  to  $2,  000  for 
purchases  on  the  open  market,   providing  that  bids  shall  be  obtained 
when  purchases  exceed  this  amount. 

Section  5544:    Citing,    in  detail,   the  basis  on  which  the  Park  District 
could  borrow  money  and  limiting  indebtedness  to  $200,  000  at  a 
maximum  interest  rate  of  6%  per  annum  and  stipulatin  g  repayment 
within  five  years. 

Section  5561:    Providing  for  disposal  of  unclaimed  property  found  in 
the  Regional    Parks. 

The  Directors  discussed  the  proposed  amendments,    commented  that 
they  felt  a  directors'  fee  of  $25  is  justifiable,   but  felt  that  their 
approval  should  be  conditional  at  this  time  to  allow  each  director  an 
opportunity  to  thoroughly  study  the  changes.     On  Monday,    February  18, 
the  Directors  agreed  to  notify  the  General  Manager  of  any  point  which 
they  might  feel  should  be  changed;  and  if  no  changes  appeared  neces- 
sary,   the  General  Manager  would  submit  the  bills  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Alameda  County  Delegation,    Byron  Rumford.  If  any  changes 
are  required  after  study  by  the  Board  a  special  meeting  will  be  held 
,i;    .      .„  £kg  bills  and  the  proposed  changes.

00 
per  hour.     The  patient  or  next-of-kin  would  be  billed,   and  in  the  event 
of  non-payment  within  90  days,   the  Park  District  would  agree  to  pay 
at  the  rate  of  $10  for  the  first  patient  plus  $5.  00  for  each  additional 
patient,   no  charge  for  oxygen  and  $5.00  per  hour  after  30  minutes 
standby  time.

VIII.    PROGRESS  REPORT 


\ 


A.  Grading  work  at  the  Rifle  and  Pistol  Range  in  Grass  Valley  Regional 
Park  is  finished.     Construction  crews  have  staked  out  foundations 
for  the  buildings,    and  have  started  work  on  them.     All  rental  equip- 
ment has  been  released,   and  work  now  being  done  will  be  entirely  with 
park  equipment. 

B.  Because  of  wet  weather,    grading  has  been  delayed  at  the  Equestrian 
Center  in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park.     Final  engineering  drawings 
are  being  worked  on  now.     Advance  preliminary  drawings  for  the 
buildings,    which  will  be  the  means  of  preparing  an  exact  budget  on  this 
work,    are  also  being  developed. 

C.  All  participants  in  the  financing  of  a  feasibility  study  on  the  Coyote 
Hills    Project  have   made  their  contributions  toward  this  end,   and  a 
meeting  will  be  held  soon  to  discuss  the  Joint  Powers  Agreement  with 
the  Alameda  County  Flood  Control  District  and  Corps  of  Engineers. 
Meetings  will  also  be  held  with  the  various  engineers  to  select  a  fir  n 
to  make  the  study. 

D.  Arrangements  have  been  completed  with  the  San  Francisco  Water 
Department  to  supply  water  in  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park. 

As  a  matter  of  general  interest,    General  Manager  Mott  showed  the 
Board  photographs  loaned  to  him  by  Mrs.    Laura  Whipple  of  Niles. 
These  pictures  were  taken  in  1894  when  Mrs.    Whipple,    as  a  girl, 
camped  with  friends  in  the  area  near  Calaveras  Dam  and  in  what  is 
now  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park.     Historical  data  is  being  obtained  from 
her,   as  she  has  a  great  deal  of  knowledge  of  this  part  of  the  County  and 
is  familiar  with  the  park  area. 

E.  The  reservoir  at  Cull  Canyon  Regional  Recreation  Area  is  now  over- 
flowing.    Work  in  this  park  by  the  Alameda  County  Flood  Control

accept  the  job  and  formally  turn  over  the  property  to  the  Park  District 
in  order  that  we  can  proceed  with  the  development  planned.     It  is 
expected  that  the  beach  will  be  ready  for  swimming  next  summer. 

F.  Master  plans  for  Don  Castro  Regional  Recreation  Area  will  be 
presented  to  the  Board  at  its  next    neeting.     The  Flood  Control  District 
will  award  a  contract  for  clearing  and  grading  of  this  area  next  fall  and 
work  will  carry  over  into  1964.     It  is  anticipated  that  this  park  will  be 
available  to  the  public  in  1965. 
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I  X.  COMMENTS  AND  SUGGESTIONS 

A.  Mr.    Harold  Luck,    a  visitor  at  this  meeting,    spoke  to  the  board 
regarding  a  recent  ruling  that  all  people  playing  golf  on  the  Tilden 
Golf  Course  must  wear  spiked  shoes  or  rubbers  with  molded 
spikes.     He  pointed  out  that  many  young  people  play  the  course 
and  that  they  do  not  have  special  golf  shoes  because  of  the  expense. 
He  also  implied  that  such  a  rule  might  have  been  made  for  the 
purpose  of  increasing  sales  at  the  Pro  Shop  at  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

General  Manager  Mott  stated  that  this  rule  was  made  as  a  safety 
measure,   and  cited  several  serious  accidents  which  had  recently 
occurred  on  the  Tilden  Golf  Course  because  people  had  not  work 
spiked  shoes.     This  subject  had  been  discussed  with  the  Golf 
Advisory  Committee  and  was  recommended  by  them.     The  General 
Manager  assured  Mr.    Luck  that  he  would  inform  the  Advisory 
Committee  of  his  comments;  and  the  Board  instructed  the  General 
Manager  to  report  to  them  the  results  of  his  discussion  with  the 
committee  on  this  matter. 

B.  Director  Roeding  suggested  that  the  Board  meet  once  a  month, 
and  hold  special  meetings  whenever  necessary.     He  felt  that  a 
great  deal  of  time  is  required  for  Board  meetings  and  that  it  is 
difficult  to  leave  personal  affairs  so  often.     He  felt  that  more 
detailed  information,    normally  presented  to  the  Board  at  meetings, 
could  be  sent  to  the  Directors  in  advance  of  meetings. 

Vice-President  Sproul  agreed  that  two  meetings  each  month  create 
a  proble  n;  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  next  meeting  scheduled  for 
February  26  would  be  held  as  planned,    but  at  3  p.  m.  ,    and  that 
prior  to  the  meeting  the  Board  would  have  lunch  at  the  Tilden  Tee 
Club  and  would  tour  the  portion  of  Tilden  Park  where  the  railroad 
development  might  be  irs  tailed. 

C.  Director  Macdonald  asked  that  reports  on  the  operation  of  the 
Tilden  Tee  Club  be  given  to  the  Directors  regularly  -  perhaps 
each  three  months. 

General  Manager  Mott  said  that  there  have  been  a  few  complaints, 
soopeof  which  have  been  constructive,    and  which  have  been  or  are 
being  corrected.     The  General  Manager  receives  a  daily  report 
on  revenue  of  the  restaurant;  and  he  emphasized  that  he  is  not 
unmindful  of  comments  made  about  Tee  Club. 

X.     ADJOURNMENT 


No  further  business  appearing  before  the  Board,    the  meeting  adjourned 
at  4:40  p.  m.

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B.         Conservation  Week  activities  in  which  the  Park  District  will 
participate  were  described  by  the  Chief  of  the  Interpretive 
Department.     As  a  part  of  a  KPFA  radio  program  regularly 
presented  by  members  of  the  Park  staff,   there  will    be 
emphasis  on  conservation  topics;  between  March  4  and  16, 
an  exhibit  prepared  by  the  Interpretive  Department  will  be 
displayed  in  a  show-window  of  Capwell's;  on  Arbor  Day,    500 
boy  scouts  and  many  other  youth  organizations  in  cooperation 
with  the  U.    S,   Forestry  Department  will  take  part  in  a  tree- 
planting  program,   and  there  will  be  instruction  on  how  to 
transplant  and  care  for  seeling  trees.     It  is  expected  that 
Conservation  Week  will  be  given  attention  on  the  radio  in 
public   service  announcements.     In  addition,    Mr.    Nelson 
plans  to  speak  before  several  garden  clubs  and  also  to 
conduct  walking  tours  in  the  Regional  Parks  for  these  groups. 

Preliminary  to  Conservation  Week,    various  church  groups 
and  members  of  the  YMCA  worked  in  Cull  Canyon  Regional 
Recreation  Area  on  conservation  projects. 

C.  General  Manager  Mott  explained  to  the  Board  how,    in 
generally  formulating  new  procedures,   a  control  has  been 
established  for  forms.     These  forms  have  been  devised  by 
the  various  department  heads  in  order  that  records  may  be 
kept  in  a  clear  and  concise  manner;  and  to  facilitate  the 
flow  of  work,     The  processing  of  forms,   which  are  the 
means  through  which  work  is  accomplished,    is  described 
in  sections  of  the  Administrative  Manual. 

D.  The  General  Manager  commented  on  the  need  for  an  ordinance       _ 
which  would  provide  a  legal  basis  for  prohibiting  the  distur- 
bance,   removal  or  destruction  of  plant  or  animal  life,   living  ■ 
or  dead;  and  of  articles  or  artifacts  of  archeological,   geo- 
logical,  paleontological  or  historical  significance  which  may 

be  found  in  the  Regional  Parks.     The  importance  of  protect- 
ing these  things  was  recognized  by  the  Board,   and  on  motion 
of  Director  Macdonald,    seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,   the 
following  ordinance  v/as  adopted: 

ORDINANCE  NO.    36 

PRESCRIBING  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  PERTAINING  TO 
GOVERNMENT  OF  ALL  LANDS  OWNED  OR  MANAGED    BY 
THE  EAST  BAY  REGIONAL  PARK  DISTRICT 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF 
THE  EAST  BAY  REGIONAL  PARK  DISTRICT: 

Section  1.     Disturbance,   removal  or  destruction  of  any 
horticultural  specimen,   either  living  or  dead,   or  its  parts, 
any  animal,    including  nests  and/or  eggs,   articles  or  arti- 
facts of  historical,   archeological,   paleontological  or  geo- 
logical significance  in  or  from  any  park  or  recreation  area 
under  jurisdiction  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  is 
prohibited. 

Section  2.     If,    for  purposes  of  research  or  other  reason 
considered  to  be  iustifiable  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,   the  disturbance  or 
removal  of  all  or  part  of  any  horticultural  specimen,   animal, 
nests  and/or  eggs,    articles  or  artifacts  of  historical,   archeo- 
logical,  paleontological  or  geological  significance  is  requested, 
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such  disturbance  or  removal  shall  be  allowed  only  after 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  3.     Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor,   punishable  by  law  by  a 
fine  not  to  exceed  $500.00,   or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
County  Jail  for  not  to  exceed  six  (6)  months,    or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment.

E.         Mr.    Matthews  of  the  East  Bay  Cash  Register  Exchange  has 
suggested  that  the  Park  District  might  legally  purchase 
foreign  manufactured  office  equipment,   and  the  General 
Manager  reported  that  he  had  consulted  with  the  District 
Attorney's  office  on  this  subject.     He  was  advised  that 
amendments  to  the  Government  Code  permit  purchase  of 
foreign  manufactured  office  equipment  that  is  not  made  in 
California,   but  that  it  is  not  certain  that  this  applies  to  the 
Park  District.     The  Park  District  can  legally  purchase  foreign 
made  office  equipment  if  it  is  assembled  in  the  United  States.

The  department  heads  reported  on  their  trip  to  San  Diego  to 
attend  the  conference  of  the  California  Association  of  Park 
and  Recreation  Administrators.      Time  was  spent  at  various 
points  along  the  way  in  visiting  places  where  valuable  in- 
formation could  be  gained  which  would  be  of  use  in  planning 
and  operating  Regional  Park  developments. 

Christian  Nelson,    Chief  of  the  Interpretive  Department,    stated 
that  the  trip  was  very  rewarding  in  that  they  were  able  to 
contract  may  people  with  experience  in  the  establishment  and 
operation  of  museums,    and  exhibits,    and  technicians  who 
were  able  to  provide  valuable  information  in  preparing  and 
preserving  exhibits.      The    conference  proved  to  be  interesting, 
however  they  felt  that  little  attention  was  devoted  to  the  inter- 
pretive field  and  use  of  out-of-doors  park  facilities. 

Wesley  Adams,    Superintendent  of  Parks,    described  the  San 
Diego  Marina  which  he  felt  was  comparable  to  the  Coyote 
Hills  Project  planned  in  Alameda  Cou  ity.      The  group  also 
visited  Disneyland  in  Los  Angeles  and  were  escorted  on  a 
behind-the-scenes  tour  which  was  extremely  interesting. 
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They  were  able  to  study  maintenance  operations,   and  construc- 
tion work  on  new  features  there.     They  visited  Griffith  Park 
in  Los  Angeles  and  also  saw  two  live -steam  train  installations 
in  Santa  Barbara;  they  stopped  at  the  Southwest  Area  Museum, 
Hacienda  Reconstruction,   and  the  La  Purisima  Mission. 


Irwin  Luckman,    Chief  of  the  Plans,    Design  and  Construction 
Department,    reported  that  he  found  many  people  he  met  at 
the  conference  ignorant  of  what  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  represents,   although  there  also  were  many  who 
looked  upon  the  Park  District  as  a  guide.     There  appeared 
to  be  a  need  for  leadership  in  the  park  field.     He  contacted 
many  experts  in  various  phases  of  park  development  who 
offered  us  assistance  in  technical  problems.     He  also  had 
an  opportunity  to  formulate  ideas  on  the  kind  of  display 
material  and  type  of  participation  most  effective  at  such  a 
conference  should  the  Park  District  take  part  in  future 
meetings. 

It  was  the  concensus  that  the  expenditure  for  this  trip  was 
more  than  repaid  in  information  gained  and  contacts  made. 
General  Manager  Mott  stated  that  actual  trip  expense  was 
$150  less  than  the  $450  allowance  granted  by  the  Board. 

I   X    .     PROGRESS  REPORT 

A.  Excavations  and  work  on  foundations  for  the  buildings  at  the 
Pistol  and  Rifle  Range  in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  have 
been  started.     The  electric  service  pole  line  has  been  installed, 
and  the  underground  line,   which  is  800'  long,    is  being  laid. 

B.  Topographical  drawings  and  enginetring  work  on  the  Equestrian 
Center  in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  have  been  completed. 
Work  is  progressing  on  design  of  the  buildings  for  this  devel- 
opment. 

C.  Copies  of  a  Joint  Powers  Agreement  on  the  feasibility  study 
for  the  Coyote  Hills  Project  have  been  submitted  for  approval 
of  the  Board  as  to  form.     This  agreement  is  to  be  entered 
into  by  the  agencies  which  will  participate  in  paying  for  a 
feasibility  study  on  recreational  development;  and  it  names 
the  Alameda  County    Vater  Conservation  and  Flood  Control 
District  as  the  contracting  agency  for  selection  of  an  engineer- 
ing firm  to  do  this  work.     Other  parties  to  the  agreement  are 
the  Cities  of  Fremont,    Hayward,   Newark  and  Union  City.     The 
District  Attorney  has  approved  the  form  of  the  agreement  and 
has  informed  the  General  Manager  that  it  would  be  legal  for 
the  Park  District  to  be  one  of  the  parties  thereto. 

General  Manager  Mott  stated  that  it  is  understood  that  the 
Regional  Park  District  will  be  the  operating  agency  for  park 
and  recreation  facilities  in  the  Coyote  Hills  Project;  and 
recommended  that  the  Board  act  to  approve  the  contract  as 
to  form.     He  cited  a  letter  from  the  District  Attorney  of 
February  19,    1962,   which  says  that  it  would  be  legal  for  the 
Park  District  to  contribute  toward  a  survey  provided  the  Park 
District  is  named  as  the  potential  operating  agency.

D.  Construction  of  the  stock  pond  in  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park 
has  been  completed.     Depth  of  the  pond  is  30',   and  the  dam 
is  about  30'  long.

X    .     COMMENTS  AND  SUGGESTIONS.  £* 

A.         General  Manager  Mott  reported  that  he  had  discussed 

criticisms  of  the  requirement  for  golfers  to  wear  spikes 
on  the  Tilden  Golf  Course  with  the  Golf  Advisory  Committee. 
Mr.    Douglas  Stiehl,   of  the  Advisory  Committee,   was  present 
to  speak  to  the  Board  on  this  subject. 


Mr.    Stiehl  stated  that  all  suggestions  pertaining  to  use  of  the 
golf  course  had  received  serious  consideration  by  the  com- 
mittee and  the  General  Manager.     They  felt  that  the  wearing 
of  spikes  or  molded  rubbers  had  definite  advantage  to  the 
golfers  in  playing,   as  well  as  being  an  assurance  against 
accident,   as  the  grass  is  often  wet  and  slippery. 

Mr.    Stiehl  also  commented  on  remarks  which  had  been 
made  relative  to  costs  and  service  at  the  Tilden  Tee  Club. 
It  has  been  decided  that  an  adjustment  will  be  made  to  provide 
snacks  through  vending  machines.     Ten  cent  coffee  will  be 
available  from  machines.     He  pointed  out  that  candy  from 
the  machines  would  be  20%  less  than  it  was  under  the  former 
management. 

Mr.    Luck,   who  had,   at  the  last  regular  meeting,   told  the 
Board  that  he  felt  the  requirement  for  spikes  unreasonable 
because  of  the  difficulty  experienced  by  students  playing  the 
course  in  buying  new  golf  shoes  or  rubbers  as  often  as  is 
necessary  when  they  grow  out  of  them  rapidly.     He  felt  that 
the  statement  that  golfers  found  an  advantage  in  wearing 
spikes  in  being  able  to  play  a  better  game  had  no  validity, 
and  said  that  this  rule  would  discourage  young  people  from 
coming  to  the  course.     Mr.    Luck  further  disputed  restaurant 
charges.     He  said  that  coffee  was  60%  higher,   and  hamburgers 
were  40%  more  than  in  the  past,   and  he  felt  that  this  was 
unsatisfactory  for  routine  golfers. 

General  Manager  Mott  reiterated  his  former  remarks- -that 
the  Pro-Shop  furnishes  rubbers  with  molded  spikes  to  golfers 
who  do  not  have  spiked  shoes  or  their  own  rubbers,   and  that 
these  are  provided  at  no  charge  if  the  golfers  do  not  have    •r.-tu-.*^' 
money  for  them.     The  Genexa  1  Manager  had  talked  to  a  number 
of  boys  who  play  at  the  Tilden  Golf  Course,   and  has  found  that 
they  feel  the  rule  is  justifiable.     An  analysis  of  use  of  the  golf 
course  for  the  month  of  February  shows  an  increase  in  both 
adult  and  juvenile  players  over  the  same  period  last  year. 
It  is  too  soon  to  teD.  whether  this  is  indicative  of  a  general 
increase  in  use  of  the  course. 

The  General  Manager  said  that  the  charge  for  coffee  is  now 
15£  for  as  much  as  the  customer  wants,   versus  the  former 
charge  of  10£  per  cup,    including  refills.     For  golfers  wishing 
fast  service,   there  will  be  a  coffee  dispensing  machine.     The 
charge  will  be   10£  per  cup.     Hamburgers  are  now  five  cents 
more  than  they  were  formerly,    but  the  order  includes  french 
fries,   and  a  larger  hamburger. 

General  Manager  Mott  feels  that  people  are  satisfied,   as  has 
been  demonstrated  by  increased  use;  and  he  feels  that  the 
installation  of  food  vending  machines  will  eliminate  the

problem  of  giving  fast  service  to  those  who  wish  to  have  a 
snack  while  continuing  play.     The  25^  charge  for  coffee  on 
the  dinner  menu  will  be  changed,   as  there  has  been  some 
complaint  about  this.     The  charge  was  made  to  conform  to 
other  changes  between  day  and  evening  service    as  the 
restaurant  is  more  patronized  by  non-golfers  in  the  evening, 
and  it  was  felt  that  service  should  reflect  a  slightly  more 
formal  atmosphere.     As  they  arise,   problems  are  being 
met  and  corrections  are  being  made,     Compliments  have 
far  outweighed  complaints,   however,   and  the  General 
Manager  thought  that  the  restaurant  is  operating  satisfactorily* 

Mr.    Clyde  DeVilbiss,   a  membef  of  the  Golf  Advisory  Com- 
mittee,  then  spoke  to  the  Board  on  the  subject  of  the  require- 
ment for  spikes  on  the  golf  course*     He  pointed  out  the  fact 
that  special  shoes  are  often  required  in  other  sports--also> 
that  many  of  the  student  players  have  extremely  good  equip- 
ment.    He  showed  the  Board  several  types  of  golf  shoes  and 
indicated  how  cleats  assist  the  golfer  when  swinging.     Acci- 
dents can  occur  when  the  golfer  swings  his  club.     It  is  also 
dangerous  to  wear  tennis  shoes  on  the  course;  and  Mr.    De- 
vilbiss  stated  that  it  is  not  right  to  permit  youngsters  on  the 
course  who  are  not  aware  of  the  hazards.     If  safety  pre- 
cautions are  not  taken,   the  chance  of  serious  injury  to  a 
golfer  is  much  greater. 

The  Board  felt  that  the  rule  requiring  spikes  or  molded 
rubbers  on  the  golf  course  is  necessary  and,   notwithstanding 
criticisms  expressed  by  Mr.    Luck  regarding  this  subject, 
as  well  as  his  comments  relative  to  operation  of  the  Tilden 
Tee  Club,   the  Directors  were  unanimous  in  their  wish  to 
maintain  operations  as  they  are.     Vice-President  Sproul 
thanked  the  persons  who  discussed  these  matters  with  the 
Board.

D.  With  regard  to  the  Lake  Chabot  Land,   the  General  Manager  said 
that  the  Citizens'  Committee  concerned  with  disposition  of  the 
Chabot  and  Lafayette  Reservoirs  held  a  meeting  on  March  6th 
which  he  attended.  The  committee  approved  use  of  the  reservoir 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Health 
Department.     Use  of  the  reservoirs  would  be  restricted  to 
fishing  and  boating  subject  to  plans  set  forth  in  Mr.    Fred  Hector's 
report.     Most  of  the  discussion  had  revolved  around  Lafayette 
Reservoir,   and  although  problems  connected  with  the  two  lakes 
might  not  be  identical,    it  was  recommended  that  both  be  made 
available  for  recreational  use.     The  subject  will  go  to  the  Utility 
District  Board  for  decision.     They  have   the  option  of  deternining 
that  they  would  like  the  Regional  Park  District  to  operate  Lake 
Chabot,   and  Contra  Costa  County  to  operate  Lafayette  Reservoir; 
or  they  might  decide  that  the  Utility  District  would  operate  both 
reservoirs  as  public  recreation  areas.      If  the  Utility  District 
Board  decides  to  operate  the  reservoir  then  the  matter  would 
be  put  to  a  vote  of  the  people  as  the  Utility  District  feel«  that 
they  could  not  legally/water  or  sewer  funds  for  recreation.

A.      The  General  Manager  stated  that  he  had  checked  with  the  office 
of  the  District  Attorney  on  the  legality  of  giving  golf  course 
passes  to  officers  of  the  Men1*  and  Women's  Golf  Clubs,   and 
to  members  of  the  Golf  Course  Advisory  Committee,   and  had 
been  told  that  provided  the  people  to  whom  passes  would  be  given 
have  servedthe  Park  District  in  some  way,   the  giving  of  passes 
would  be  legal.     He  3aid  that  there  are  seventeen  persons  involved 
on  the  two  clubs  and  on  the  Advisory   Committee,   and  recommend- 
ed that  the  Board  authorise  their  having  golf  course  passes  which 
would  expire  at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year.     These  people  have 
provided  a  service  to  the  Park  District  through  assisting  in 
enforcement  of  the  rules  for  golf  play,   they  are  responsible 
for  organizing  and  handling  the  various  tournaments  which 
take  place  at  Tilden  Golf  Course.      The  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committeehave  acted  as  a  rules  committeefor  the 
golf  course  and  have  assisted  in  formulating  plans  for  improve- 
ment and  policies. 

The  Board  unanimously  agreed  that  golf  passes  should  be  given 
to  those  people  who  are  officers  of  the  golf  clubs  and  who.   serve 
on  the  Advisory  Committee,   and  on  motion  of  Director  Roeding, 
seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,   the  following  resolution  was 
adopted:

A.      General  Manager  Mott  reported  that  forms  for  foundations  for 

the  buildings  at  the  Pistol  and  Rifle  Range  in  Grass  Valley  ^ 

Regional  Park  have  been  constructed,   and  that  concrete  will  be         prj 
poured  right  away.     The  boys  of  the  Alameda  County  Probation- 
ary Department  are  doing  the  fine  grading,    and  will  have  one 
range  completed  soon. 


The  General  Manager  said  that  he  had  attended  a  meeting  of 
the  Oakland  Pistol  Club  recently,   and  that  the  members  were 
very  enthusiastic  about  their  new  range.     The  president  of 
the  Club,    Mr.   Fred  Egger  spoke  to  the  Board,   and  said  that 
this  range  will  provide  a  place  where  people  can  shoot  legally 
and  safely  -  a  facility  which  has  not  been  available  to  the  public. 
He  said  that  their  range  will  encompass  all  phases  of  target 
shooting  as  a  sport  --  trap  shooting,   large  and  small  bore  shoot- 
ing,  competitive  shooting  and  a  junior  program.     He  described 
the  matches  which  will  be  held  that  will  draw  marksmen  from 
all  over  the  state. 

Mr.    Jay  Markham  also  spoke  to  the  Board,    saying  that  this 
range  will  be  the  finest  range  in  the  country.     He  presented  a 
check  for  $39,000.00  to  President  Goodrich  as  advance  payment 
of  rent  for  ten  years  from  the  Oakland  Pistol  Club,    in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  Agreement  for  their  use  and  supervision  of 
the  range. 

B.  Exploratory  grading  for  the  Equestrian  Center  in   Grass  Valley 
Regional  Park  is  being  started.     A  complete  analysis  of  the  job 
prior  to  the  start  of  actual  work  will  be  done,   and  a  cost  estimate 
will  be  provided  on  this  job  in  stages. 

C.  All  member  agencies  have  approved  the  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers 
Agreement  for  creation  of  the  Alameaa  Creek-Coyote  Hills 
Aquatic  Park  Joint  Agency.     The  General  Manager  said  that 
there  would  be  a  meeting  this  month  of  the  Trustees  and  the 
Technical  Committee  to  select  a  firm  to  prepare  a  feasibility 
study  on  the  recreation  potential  of  the  Coyote  Hills  Project 

D.  General  Manager  Mott  reported  that  during  the  recent  cold 
weather  sufficient  snow  had  fallen  in  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park 
to  permit  sledding,   and  skiing  on  some  of  the  slopes.     He  said 
that  there  may  be  a  potential  winter  use  of  this  park  at  time  when 
there  is  a  snowfall. 

E.  The  master  plan  for  Cull  Canyon  Regional  Recreation  Area 
has  been  re -evaluated,   and  the  Chief  of  the  Plans,    Design  and 
Construction  Department  presented,    in  graphic  form,   the  re- 
cently-developed design  for  this  area.     Incorporated  into  this 
plan  was  construction  of  a  small  dam  to  impound  water  for  the 
swimming  area.     This  is  a  novel  approach  to  the  problem  of  a 
receding  water  line,   and  will  permit  a  constant -level  swimming 

i  area.     There  would  be  an  advantage  in  such  a  plan  in  that  treat- 

ment of  the  water  for  algae  and  bacteria  control  would  be  more 
effective  without  the  dilution  experienced  in  Lake  Temescal  and 
Lake  Anza.     The  Flood  Control  District  is  enthusiastic  about 
this  plan,   and  the  dam  site  would  provide  a  place  to  put  the  silt 
which  will  be  removed  from  the  lake. 
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Mr.    Luckman  continued  with  his  description,   pointing  out 
areas  for  parking  cars,   and  for  the  recreational  features 
which  will  enclude  a  bathhouse  with  an  outdoor  dancing 
pavilion,   a  separate  shallow  pool  for  children  near  a  family 
picnicking  area. 

Below  the  spillway,   a  pool  has  been  created  for  the  purpose  of 
absorbing  the  rush  of  water  which  might  come  over  the  spill- 
way at  times,   thereby  protecting  the  creek  below  from  excessive 
erosion.     It  is  felt  that  this  pool  might  also  be  used  for 
swimming,   as  its  setting  is  similar  to  the  "swimming-holes" 
familiar  to  people  living  in  rural  areas. 

An  Interpretive  Center  and  nature  trails  will  be  developed  on 
high  ground  at  the  upper  end  of  ♦■he  lake  for  use  on  a  limited 
basis  next  summer,   and  there  will  be  family  and  group  picnic 
areas  for  use  this  year.     Charges  which  would  normally  be  made 
for  similar  facilities  in  the   other  parks  will  not  be  made  this 
summer  at  Cull  because  of  the  temporary  nature  of  present 
development. 

Director  Roeding  commented  that  the  public  should  be  made 
aware  of  the  fact  that,  although  charges  will  not  be  made  this 
year,   they  will  be  in  effect  in  the  future,   and  General  Manager 
Mott  said  that  there  would  be  public  notice  on  this  subject,   and 
also  said  thate  he  plans  an  official  opening  program  as  soon  as 
school  is  out  for  summer  vacation. 

F.  Mr.    Luckman  also  presented  a  map  of  Don  Castro  Regional 
Recreation  Area,   indicating  the  planned  development.     The  high- 
way alignment  will  not  interfere  with  these  plans  in  any  way. 
There  will  be  a  simple  bathhouse  on  the  beach,   picnicking  space 
for  large  groups  on  the  shore  opposite  the  beach,   and  for  families 
on  a  peninsula  above  the  beach.     A  bridge  will  cross  a  narrow 
inlet  to  provide  access  to  an  area  which  may  be  used  for  day 
camping  or  overnight  camping  for  youngsters,   and  below  the 
dam,   there  may  be  a  site  for  family  camping. 

G.  Mr.    Luckman  had  prepared  a  rendering  of  a  small  shelter  to 
be  constructed  behind  the  Tilden  Coif  Clubhouse.     This  woulu 
provide  a  place  for  golfers  to  stop  for  a  snack.     Beer  would  be 
sold  out  of  the  kitchen  in  the  main  building,    and  the  storage 
shed  which  will  be  built  adjoining  the  clubhouse  would  have 
place  for  food  vending  machines  --  coffee,   candybars,   etc. 
The  structure  would  consist  of  a  roof  and  supports  —  no  side 
walls.     There  would  be  a  fireplace  in  the  center.  Mr.    Luckman 
advised  the  Board  that  this  building  was  recommended  for 
approval  by  the  Golf  Advisory  Committee. 

The  cost  of  construction  of  the  storage  shed  and  shelter 
building  has  already  been  authorized.

to  install  a  water  line  along  Skyline  Boulevard  to  Midway  Gate  in  fr; 

Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  which  will  serve  the  Equestrian  Center. 
The  cost  of  this  line  would  total  $16,  402.     About  one-half  of  Grass 
Valley  Regional  Park  is  within  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District. 
The  Utility  District  will  furnish  water  to  the  portion  of  the  park  with- 
in their  District  now,   but  will  not  furnish  water  to  the  portion  of  the 
park  outside  the  District  until  it  is  served  with  a  sewer  line  and  they 
determine  that  there  is  no  possibility  of  water  contamination.     The 
cost  of  water  service  to  that  part  of  the  park  outside  the  Utility 
District  would  be  at  a  double  the  normal  rate.     Midway  Gate  is 
within  the  Utility  District.

There  are  two  major  users  to  connect  to  the  proposed  water  line- 
Skyline  High  School  and  a  property  developer,    Mr.    Richard  Lincoln. 
These  users  would  pay  $2,  042.  12  and  $6,  600.  00,    respectively,    to 
tie  into  this  line,   thereby  offsetting  the  cost  to  the  Park  District  by 
a  total  of  $8,  642.  12.     It  is  expected  that  the  school  and  Mr.    Lincoln 
will  pay  their  pro-rata  shares  for  use  of  the  water  line  right  away, 
and  the  Park  District  would  then  only  pay  $7,  759.

Mr.   Sam  Bassum  asked  the  Board  if  purchase  of  the  Garin  Ranch 
might  endanger  the  prospect  of  Dry  Creek  Ranch    becoming  a 
Regional  Park.     Director  Roeding  replied  that  he  did  not  feel  this 
would  have  any  affect  on  the  Meyer  sisters  decision  to  bequeath  their 
land  to  the  Park  District.

Therefore  the  cost  of  a  complete  installation  of  their 
pump  would  include  expense  of  the  Park  District  for 
Piping,    valves,    electrical  connections  and  an  electrical 
control  vault,    as  well  as  labor  for  this  additional  work. 
There  is  also  a  safety  factor  to  consider.       A  sub- 
mersible pump  similiar  to  the  one  produced  by  Pacific 
Pump  can  under  the  right  conditions  cause  .an  explosion;

VIII.    UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

A.  General  Manager  Mott  reported  on  the  Division  of  Highways 
public  hearing  on  May  9,   at  which  time  the  proposed 
freeway  routing  which  might  affect  Don  Castro  Regional 
Recreation  Area  was  discussed.    The  two  routes  receiving 
major  consideration  were  designated  a  "C"  and  "E"  . 

Those  attending  the  hearing  indicated  a  unanimous  desire  to 
avoid  encroachment  on  the  park  property.    General  Manager 
Mott  told  the  group  the  feeling  of  the  Park  District  Board-  - 
that  loss  of  land  for  park  use  would  make  the  park  unusable. 
He  showed  the  drawings  and  described  the  proposed 
development.    The  mayor  of  Hayward  suggested  that  the 
"C"  route  might  be  aligned  farther  west  than  indicated  on 
'  tb©  Division  of  Highways  map    thus  avoiding  the  park  and 
providing  good  access  to  Crow  Canyon  Road.     Alameda 
County  Engineers  indicated  that  they  will  study  this  idea. 
The  "E"  alignment  might  be  moved  to  a  higher  elevation, 
and  this  possibility  will  be  checked  by  the  Division  of 
Highways.    It  seemed  that  every  effort  would  be  made  to 
protect  the  park  landi. 

B,  Bids  of  Pacific  Pump  Company  and  Smith  and  Loveless 
for  a  sewer  lift  pump  were  thoroughly  analyzed  and 
recommendations  submitted  to  the  Board  prior  to  this 
meeting.     After  consideration  of  total  costs  involved  in 
purchase  and  installation,   and  of  the  relative  merits  of  the 
two  different  pumps,  the  General  Manager  and  the  Chief 
of  the  Plans,   Designs  and  Construction  Department 
concluded  that  the  Smith  and  Loveless  pump  would  be

G.  Mr.  David  Keeler  .:£  the  Bank  of  America  was  introduced 
to  explain  a  proposed  data  processing  service  for  the 
Park  District  payroll.    This  plan  has  been  thoroughly 
investigated  and  several  firms  have  provided  information 
as  to  the  cost  of  this  service.    The  Bank's  service  is  the

Representatives  of   the  Crestmont  Homes  Improvement  Association 
were  present  to  discuss  development  of  the  Hunt  Course  in 
Redwood  Regional  Park.    Mr.  Mark  Robertson,  President  of  this 
organization  introduced  Mr.  Sidney  Heller, 

Mr.  Heller  stated ithat  residents  of  th©  Crestmont  area  were  very 
much  concerned  with  deviations  from  the  original  plan  for  develop- 
ment of  the  Hunt  Course  which  have  become  apparent  as  work 
progressed.    He  said  that  work  was  progressing  on  development  of 
areas  for  spectators  and  for  riders  to  congregate  where  friclnaUythe 
plan  called  for  a  trail  for  riders  to  follow  and  the  Jumps  were  scatter- 
ed throughout  the  area  instead  of  being  concentrated  in  a  relatively 
limited  space.    However,  he  eaid  that  since  this  had  been  brought 
to  Mr,  Mott's  attention,  they  were  satisfied  that  the  original  plan 
would  be  followed.    General  Manager  Mott  showed  the  plan,  des- 
cribing the  factors  which  indicate  the  need  for  adhering  to  the 
original  plan  w<hich  does  not  call  for  any  congregating  area  other 
than  for  a  warm-up  located  at  a  point  which  would  not  be  wind- 
swept.   He  told  the  Board  that  areas  which  had  been  graded, 
contrary  to  the  original  plan,  would  be  re- seeded  and  would  again 
assume  the -natural  appearance, 

Mrs.  Swan  stated  that  she  was  apprehensive  about  the  possibility  of 
trouble  with  water,  as  she  said  that  drainage  was  being  diverted 
toward  her  property  on  the  west  boundary  of  the  park.    She  also 
said  that  the  warm-up  area  was  located  *  *ry  close  to  her  house, 
and  felt  that  even  with  minimum  use  of  the  Hunt  Course,  there 
would  be  an  accumulation  of  trash  which  would  blow  toward  her

The  General  Manager  said  that  springs  in  this  location  are  being 
tapped,  and  that  surface' drainage  will  go  into  culverts  and  down 
int6  Redwood  Canyon,    He  felt  that  this  control  of  water  would 
improve  the  water  situation,    Spricg  yveter  will  be  stored  in  a  con- 
crete tank,  and  if  needed  for  irrigation  for  the  Hunt  Course,  Mr. 
Lorimore  will  be  able  to  buy  the  water.    He  assured  Mrs.  Swan 
that  trash  would  not  be  allowed  to  collect. 

President  Goodrich  stated  that  it  is  the  Park  District's  aim  to

B.      General  Manager  Mott  reviewed  the  1963-1964  budget  previously 
submitted  to  the  Directors  for  study.    He  said  that  expenses 
had  been  estimated  high,  and  revenue  was  estimated  low  to 
provide  a  cushion  allowing  for  adjustment,  as  it  is  not  possible 
to  be  exact  in  the  projjectiQns.    Details  of  the  budget  expenses 
had  been  thoroughi/ discussed  with  the  staff  and  department 
heads  to  determine  as  closely  as  possible  what  the  needs  of  the 
Park  District  will  be  during  the  next  fiscal  year.    Salaries  are 
still  being  reviewed,  and  some  automatic  increases  will  come 
into  effect.    Study  of  the  salaries  is  not  complete,  and  there 
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may  be  minor  adjustments.    Equipment  will  be  amortized  to 
provi-'e  funds  fcr  replacement  in  accordance  with  the  longevity 
established  for  each  type  of  equipment.    As  to  expansion  of  the 
present  staff,  little  change  will  be  made.    The  General  Manager 
said  that  the  next  year  will  be  a  year  of  planning  for  work  to  be 
accomplished  during  the  following  fiscal  year.    Any  change  in  the 
budget  as  proposed  would  only  be  made  on  authorization  of  the 
Board .

C.     The  General  Manager  reported  that  all  proposed  legislative 

bills  were  favorably  voted  upon  unanimously  by  the  legislators 
and  now  await  signature  by  Governor  Brown  which  probably  will  b 
be  done  within  a  week.    He  said  that  the  sympathetic  reaction 
of  the  legislators  was  due  to  the  tremendous  help  and  coopera- 
tion of  the  press  and  radio,  the  splendid  work  of  the  Regional 
Park  Board  of  Directors  in  contacting  civic  organizations,  and 
the  fine  assistance  of  Mr.  Edmund  Sajor  of  the  Oakland  Chamber 
of  Commerce  who  advised  the  General  Manager  throughout  the 
legislative  program  and  without  whose  help  success  would  have 
been  questionable. 

General  Manager  Mott  said  that  our  Alameda  County  State 
Legislators  are  greatly  respected,  being  fine  men  whose  inte- 
grity, understanding  of  the  job  and  willingness  to  devote  time 
to  their  legislative  duties  is  beyond  criticism.    Because  of 
their  personal  interest  in  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District, 
the  General  Manager  felt  that  we  should  continue  to  build  their 
confidence  in  the  fact  that  plans  on  which  the  tax-increase 
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proposal  was  based  are  being  carried  out  by  providing  them  period- 
ically with  information  on  the  progress  of  those  plans.    This  is  an 
opportunity  to  meet  the  challenge  and  to  set  a  standard  in  govern- 
ment integrity  which  is  deserved  as  expected  by  the  public  which  i 
supported  our  proposals. 

Directors  Macdonald  commanded  the  General  Manager  for  his  success 
in  seeing  through  to  a  favorable  conclusion  the  legislation  which 
will  enable  the  Park  District  to    acquire  needed  land  and  develop 
its  parks  to  met  the  demands  of  population  increase. 


VII.     NEW  BUSINESS

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VIII.   PROGRESS  REPORT 

A.    The  Chief  of  the  Plans,  Design  and  Construction  Department  re- 
ported that  with  the  cooperation  of  all  personnel,  they  were  able 
to  open  the  beach  at  Cull  Canyon  Regional  Recreation  Area  to  the 
public  on  June  15.    A  temporary  1800  square  foot  building  was 
fry  erected  and  a  sewer  lift  pump  was  installed.    About  7,000  people 

were  on  the  beach  on  Sunday,  June  16,  and  on  Monday  the  17th, 
almost  as  large  a  crowd  came  irto  this  new  park.    The  popularity 
of  this  area  points  up  the  urgency  for  permanent  facilities, 
however,  no  major  problems  have  been  encountered,  and  it  is 
felt  that  the  temporary  structure  will  serve  through  the  1963 
'  summer  season. 

B.  Construction  work  at  the  Marksmanship  Range  in  Grass  Valley 

I  Regional  Park  is  moving  ahead  at  a  better  pace  with  an  increased 

J  crew.    The  buildings  are  almost  all  framed  in  now. 

C.  A  new  store-room  at  the  Tilden  Tee  Club  has  been  completed  and 
vending  machines  have  been  installed  to  serve  those  who  do    not 
wish  to  come  into  the  building  for  snacks.    The  proposed  pavilion 
which  will  be  near  these  machines  has  not  been  started. 

D.  Floats  for  each  lake--Lake  Temescal,  Lake  Anza  and  Cull  Canyon, 
have  been  built,  and  the  semi-prefabridated  pit  toilet  buildings 
are  now  under  construction. 

E.  Plans  are  being  drawn  for  the  addition  to  the  Kiwanis  Hut  at 
Lake  Temescal  Regional  Recreation  Area.    They  will  be  ready  for 
presentation  to  the  Board  soon. 

F.  Work  is  proceeding  on  the  Hunt  Course  in  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

G.  With  concentration  on  completion  of  work  at  Cull  Canyon,   most 
of  the  equipment  was  being  used  there,  but  with  that  project 
completed,  equipment  is  now  available  for  work  on  the  Equestrian 
Center  in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  and  this  job  has  top  priority 
at  this  time. 

H.     New  camping  and  picnicking  areas  are  being  completed  in  Sunol 
Valley  Regional  Park.

A.      The  General  Manager  suggested  that  the  Board  remain  in  close 
contact  with  the  officials  of  the  various  cities  within  the 
Park  District.     He  felt  that  they  should  be  made  aware  of    the 
fact  that  the  Directors  and  management  of  the  Regional  Parks  con- 
sider their  needs  for  and  approvel  of  development  of  the  system 
of  Regional  Parks  important,  and  they  should  understand  that 
these  matters  are  given  full  consideration.

Mr.  Nelson  exhibited  a  panel  to  which  models  of  birds  and 
related  models  were  attached.    This  attractive  panel  was 
designed  by  the  Park  District's  Preparator  who  has  devised 
materials  for  the  exhibits  which  are  durable  enough  to  withstand 
much  handling  and  moving  from  pci'nt to  point  within  the  parks. 
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According  to  Mr.  Nelson,  the  day  camp  leaders  often  do  not 
have  sufficient  background  in  natural  history  and  allied  subjects 
to  provide  an  informative  program  for  the  youngsters  in  their 
groups,  and  therefore,  the  Park  District  supplements  this  facet 
of  day  camp  educational  activity  by  sending  its  naturalists  out 
to  the  groups  to  conduct  an  interesting  and  worthwhile  series  of 
lectures  and  demonstrations  which  includes  the  use  of  pertinent 

exhibits. 

i  •. 

Almost  all  the  scheduled  day  camp  grcups  have  requested  the 
Naturalist's  Program,  and  Mr.  Nelson  said  that  as  the  youngsters 
are  amazed  by  the  diversity  of  living  things  and  with  the  rapid 
pace  of  the  lectures  and  displays  helping  to  hold  their  attention, 
great  interest  in  the  subject  matter  has  been  shown  use  of  pertinent 
exhibits. 

E.  The  General  Manager  commented  on  the  rotation  of  patrols  of  all 
Regional  Parks  on  weekends  by  the  various  department  heads. 
This  is  being  done  to  acquaint  these  men  with  actual  operations, 
and  it  is  expected  that  they  will  gai.i  a  good  understanding  of 
problems  ,  knew  better  what  facilities  are  offered,  and  with  this 
contact  with  the  phase  of  park  operation  which  concerns  peak 
use  by  the  public,  they  will  have  a  clear  knowledge  of  the  needs, 
the  difficulties  and  nature  of  park  use  by  crowds  of  people. 

The  Controller  recently  patrolled  the  parks  and  reported  that  the 
scope  of  the  park  system  was  very  impressive  to  him.    He 
found  the  three  stages  of  use  of  the  parks  throughout  the  day  of 
particular  interest- -the  quiet  of  early  morning,  peak  use  in  the 
early  afternoon,  and  the  tapering  off  of  the  crowded  condition 
about  five  o'clock.    He  observed  the  reactions  of  the  public  and 
was  able  to  see  traffic  congestion  at  certain  points. 

The  Chief  of  the  Plans,  Design  and  Construction  Department  also 
reported  on  his  weekend  patrol.     He  was  extremely  pleased  with 
what  he  saw  in  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park,  and  glad  to  have  an 
opportunity  to  see  the  various  areas  of  operation.    He  said  that 
this  tour  of  the  parks  is  a  real  education. 

F.  In  reply  to  a  question  put  by  Director  Roeding  as  to  an  official 
opening  date  for  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park,  General  Manager  Mott 
said  that  there  is  much  concern  about  fire  protection  and  that 

at  present  fire-fighting  facilities  are  inadequate  to  risk  encour- 
aging crowds  of  people  to  come  into  the  park.    The  State  Fire 
Marshall  has  suggested  that  a  road  be  built  on  the  ridge  of  the 
hills  to  enable  fire  trucks  to  get  up  there.    Work  is  being  done  on 
this  now.

E.         Plans  for  remodeling  the  Kiwanis  Hut  at  Lake  Temescal

recommend  a  photogrammetric  mapping  of  most  of  the  park. 
The  total  cost  for  aerial  photos,  control  data,   scale  tracings 
and  prints  would  come  to  $5,760.00.     Photos  of  the  balance 
of  the  park  would  cost  an  additional  $40.00;  and  mapping 
of  this  additional  land  would  cost  am  additional  $1,750.00. 
A  photo  enlargement  of  the  mapping  area  would  cost  $200.00.

G.  Total  audit  of  District..-        Mr.    Norman  Green  of  Green, 

McMahpn  &  M-cGar roll, ''Certified  Public  Accountants,   was 
introduced  to  the  Board.      Mr.   Green  made  a  presentation 
to  the  Board  to  perform  a  general  audit  of  the  Park  District 
books  for  an  estimated  cost  of  $2000.  00  annually.       He 
explained  this  figure  was  far  below  the  normal  fee  for  a 
beginning  audit,   but  felt  that  if  their  firm  could  audit  the 
books  for  a  period  of  approximately  five  years,    this 


figure  would  balance  itself  out. 


Gene  ral  Manager  Mott  indicated  to  Mr.    Green  that  it  should 
be  clearly-understoodthat-the  Board  has  in  mind  a  policy 
of  changing  auditors  from  time  to  time,    even  though  their 
services  were  outstanding.       The  Board  felt  that  a  total 
audit  was  essential  at  this  time,    that  the  money  would  be 
well  spent,    that  the  fee  was  very  reasonable,    and  that  a 
change  of  auditors  from  time  to  time  would  be  very  desirable.

H.  Tilden  Park  Golf  Course.       Mr.    Douglas  Stiehl,    President 

of  the  Tilden  Mens'  Golf  Club,  presented  a  brief  history  of 
the  club  and  distributed  a  four  page  report  to  the  members 
of  the  Board  which  read  as  follows:

TILDEN  PARK  GOLF  CLUB 

. .  ,i 

HISTORY:        The  Tilden  Park  Golf  Club  was  formed     at  their  first  meet- 
ing on  March  3,    1937  and  there  were  approximately  56  Charter  members. 
The  course  was  opened  to  play  on  Thursday,    November  11,    1937  and  the 
first  Tournament  at  the  course  was  November  13-14  and  20-21. 

Membership  in  the  Club  held  about  stationary  for  several  years  and  the 
Manager  of  the  course,    Dick  Walpole,    apparently  urged  it  to  grow,   for 
the  early  minutes  so  record  his  request.       Abput  1942,  The~Ea£t  Bay 
Regional  Park  District  set  a  limit  on  club  membership  at  100,    for  the 
stated  reason  of  limiting  the  play  on  Tournaments  to  not  over  60  players. 

Several  years  later  when  the  pressure  from  those  on  the  waiting  ,list 
prompted,    Mr.    Walpole  allowed  the  establishment  of  an  "Inactive'1 
membership  list  of  not  more  than  25,       However,    after  about  eighteen 
months  trial,   Walpole  rescinded  the  increase  and  by  normal  attrition 
the  limit  was  reduced  to  100.       The  reason  intimated  by  Walpole  was 
that  the  "public''  did  not  want  such  large  tournament  groups  to  interfere 
with  their  individual  play.

In  early  1961,    due  to  pressure  by  persons  not  on  the  waiting  list,    but 

critical  of  its  existence,    the  Regional  Park  Board  increased  the  top 

limit  on',  membership  to  125. 

r  II,: 

Membership  in  the  Tilden  Park  Golf  Club,    by  the  Bylaws  is  non-trans- 
fer rable  and  application  and  approval  by  the  Board  of  pirectors  is  the 
only  route  by  which  one  can  become  a  member,    other  than  those  elected 
to  Honorary  Membership.        With  the  limit  on  membership,    and  the  fact 
that  due  to  death,    transfer,    disinclination  and  other  substantial  reasons, 
about  ten  percent  of  the  membership  is  open  for  new  members  each,  year, 
this  means  that  those  on  the  waiting  list  have  found  that  it  takes  about 
three  years  to  move  to  the  head  of  the  list.       Currently,    there  are  57 
names  on  the  waiting  list,    and  with  these  there  are  some  who  will  not 
take  up  their  application  rights  when  they  arrive  so  that  next  March  when 
our  fiscal  year  ends  there  will  be  a  movement  of  about  15  to-  20 
numbers  up  the  list. 

The  limited  membership  and  long  waiting  list  has  inspired  criticism  of 
those  members  who  do  not  apparently  participate  in  the  club's  activities. 
To  determine  the  extent  to  what  arripunt^hese,  per  sons  were  depriving 
others  of  the  play  in  tournaments,   a.y^ar  long  survey  was  made  by  the 
Membership  Committee  and  it  reveals  , that  there  are  less  than  20%  who 
participated  in  no  tournaments  and  meetings.       There  is  a  core  of  about 
45%  who  participate  to  the  fullest  extent.       The  remaining  35%  participate 
on  an  intermittent  basis,    either  due  to  business  commitments  elsewhere, 
limited  interest,   health,    vacations,    family  considerations.  ^ 

Thus  the  group  which  tees  off  for  a  tournament  may  represent  the  core 
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of  45%  plus  a  fraction  of  the  35/o  variables.       Experience  shows  that  from 
60-70  is  a  large  .t  urnout,    45-55  in  the  less  important  tournaments.     This 
composition  of  playing  and  non-play  ing  members  has  to  now  satisfied 
the  course  management  in  the  matter  of  keeping  the  play  limited  to  about 
1  5  foursomes. 

PROPOSAL,:      It  has  been  suggested  that  if  we  drop,    for  non-activity  the 
20%  of  our  membership  to  make  way  for  playing  and  participating  members 
that  this  will  give  a  better  deal  to  those  on  the  waiting  list  and  a  more 
active  club. 

It  has  been  further  suggested  that  we  recommend  a  limit  on  membership 
Which  is  somewhat  larger  than  the  present  125. 

Both  the  above  have  been  offered  under  the  premise  that  a  more  active 
membership  is  good  for  the  Club  and  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park. 

COUNTER-PROPOSAL,  AND  COMMENT:      To  properly  comment  and  to 
further  this,    a  meeting  of  the  officers  and  directors  of  the  Tilden  Park 
Golf  Club  was  held  August  8th.       They  have  instructed  the  Chairman  of 
the  Liaison  Committee,   Edward  Greenlaw  and  the  Secretary     to  express 
the  desire  of  the  Club  to  be  a  dynamic  force  in  the  golfing  community  who 
play  at  Tilden.       They  have  surveyed  several  points     which  bear  on  the 
matter  of  activity  and  size.       They  recognize  the  desire  of  club  members 
to  be  enthused  about  their  membership  and  the  place  they  play.       This 
in  turn  will,    of  course,    make  the  membership  something  desirable  so 
that  those  applicants  will  come  in  with  the  same  spirit. 

If  the  membership  is  increased  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  facilities  to 
accommodate  them.       You  cannot  announce  a  tournament  and  then  limit, 
the  number  who  can  play,    or  it  soon  gets  to  be  discouraging  to  those  who 
are  denied  that  play  which  is  the  end  of  the  practicing  and  striving.     It 
is  apparent  that  there  should  be  no  limit  on  the  size  of  a  tournament 
group,    and  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  for  such  a  limitation  by  the 
course  management.       Except,    that  the  course  management  has  been  aware 
of  individual  players'  comments  when  a    tournament  is  underway,    that 
they  the  public"   cannot  get  on  to  play. 

If  the  membership  is  increased  beyond  a  certain  size  there  would  be  in- 
sufficient facilities  to  accommodate  the  monthly  dinner     meeting.      The 
Food  Services  Manager  has  stated  that  he  can  accommodate  100  for 
dinner,   but  before  the  remodelling  the  largest  group  (on  folding  chairs) 
that  we  could  squeeze  in  was  about  60  -  and  with  the  small  room 
accommodating  another  25,   we  believe  that  a  more  realistic  limit  would 
be  85-90. 

No  organization  can  count  on  100%  participation  in  meetings,    events,    etc. 
It  is  our  considered  opinion  that  no  matter  what  prods,    allurements  or 
incitations  are  used  that  a  full  meeting  would  be  about  60%.       Thus,    until 
more  spacious  meeting  and  dining  facilities  are  available,    it  is  unrealistic 
to  increase  the  membership  beyond  what  can  be  accommodated,    even 
though  the  course    can  accommodate  them.       It  would  be  our  tentative 
suggestion    that  the  membership  limit  be  raised  to  150  immediately, 
which  60%  could  then  be  accommodated. 

In     the  matter  of  non-active  members,    we  do  not  immediately  have  a  plan 
which  is  universally  applicable  to  those  persons,    but  we  believe  that  with 
an  enlightened  presentation  to  each  case  that  we  can  provide  openings  in 
our  active  membership  for  another  25    persons  now  on  the  waiting  list. 
It  would  require  approval  of  an  inactive  membership  list  with  some 
qualification  as  to  participation,    and  we    have  tentatively  set  a  limit  of 
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O 
10%  on  the  size  of  such  a  list.       These  details  are  yet  to  be  worked  out,  £X

The  foregoing  is  all  under  the  assumption  that  membership  in  the  Tilden  ^^ 

Park  Golf  Club  will  bring  the  individual  something  that  he  cannot  get  as 
an  individual  and  as  a  member  of  the  Greyhound  Bus  Drivers  Golf  Club, 
or  another  similar  group. 


Prior  to  early  1961,    the  spirit  of  the  club  members  toward  the  Regional 
Park  and  the  course  was  somewhat  proprietary,    and  in  exchange  for  the 
activity  of  club  members  in  golfing  activities  -  club  members  were  allowed 
to  practice  together  on  non-tournament  Sundays,    ahead  of  the  most 
desirable  hours  (7:00-8:00  a.  m. )  br  9:00  to  1 1:00  by  agreement  v/ith  the 
course  management  that  they  would  hold  this  hour  through  all  day  Tuesday 
for  club  members,    selling  any  uncommitted  time  on  Wednesday  to  non- 
members.        There  was  no  financial  hiatus  for  the  golf  course  by  such  an 
arrangement.       A  dissident  group,    throwing  smoke  in  all  directions 
panicked  the  Acting  Manager  and  Board  into  cancelling  the  arrangement1. 

Following  this  cancellation  there  was  a  noticeable  apathy  toward     the 
course  management  and  the  care  and  uplifting  of  the  entire  plant.     The 
The  weak  argument  that  club  member s  should  notj  exclude  the  "public" 
implied  that  the  club  members  were  not  also  the  public  and  that  their 
greens  fees  were  worth  something  less  than  the  less  devoted  golfer. 
This  hurt  pride  and  spirit.       The  club  members    recalled  many  services 
to  the  park  management,    the  fact  that  when  they  had  a  tournament. that 
they  played  in  spite  of  the  inclement-weather  and  produced  income  to  the 
course  that  would  not  have  been  had.       They  felt  that  thisi-minuscule 
arrangement  which  allowed  them  to  get  up  earlier  than  most  golfers  and 
by  paying  the  same  amount  to  play      together,    was  not  a  privilege  but 
partial  recognition  of  their  devotion  to  the  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

CONCLUSION: 


1.  The  Tilden  Park  Golf  Club  is  agreeable  to  the  creation  of  an 
inactive  membership  status  not  to  exceed  10%  of  its  total 
membership. 

2.  The  TPGC  is  agreeable  to  increasing  the  membership  total  to 

150  immediately  and  consider  more  when  facilities  are  available. 

3.  The  TPGC  is  anxious  and  willing  to  help  to  create  at  Tilden  Golf 
Course  the  finest  course  in  the  country,  and  believe  that  the  way 
to  get  their  membership  behind  such  help  is  to  reinstate  the  same 

general  arrangement  on  EARLY  Sunday  morning  group  plan  and 
practice  as  was    in  effect  from   1937  to  1961. 

4.  These  will  require  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
East  Bay  Regional    Park  District  and  the  General  Manager  and 
the  course  superintendent  only  the  forthright)  stand  that  the  Tilden 
Park  Golf  Club  is  good  for  the  District  and  what  it  aims  to  cr   ate 
and  maintain.

.The  Board  felt  that  Mr.    Stiehl's  comments  and  proposals 
were  completely  desirable  and  recommended  they  proceed 
on  this  basis. 
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Acting  President  Woolridge  indicated  the  Board,    by  resolution 
should  cause  the  agreement  which  the  District  has  been  carry- 
ing to  be  changed  by  Board  resolution:     that  the  mens'  club 
be  increased  in  membership  to  150  with  not  more  than  10% 
of  its  total  membership  inactive;    that  the  womens'  member- 
ship be  increased  to  100    and  that  not  more  than  10%  of  its 
membership  be  inactive;    that  both  clubs  be  permitted  a  time 
for  starting  plays;    that  they  be  given  one  day's     sign  up  time, 
guaranteeing  greens  fees;    that  not  more  than  1/3  of  the  total 
Saturdays  and  Sundays  annually  be  devoted  to  tournament  play; 
that  the  supervisors  of  Tilden  Park  Golf  Course  be  authorized, 
with  approval  of  the  General  Manager,     to  establish  the  time 
for  club  play  and  that  this  time  not  be  the  preferential  time 
used  by  the  general  public.

The  area  comprises  37.  35  acres,    half  of  which  is  in  probate 
proceedings  and  the  other  half  owned  by  E.    D.   Sellers.

GOLF  COURSES  IN  EAST  BAY  REGIONAL  PARK  DISTRICT  PARKS 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  following  rules  and  regulations 
shall  govern  the  operation  of  golf  courses  in  Parks  of  the  East  Bay 
Regional  Park  District. 

1.  There  shall  be!  no  discrimination'  of  any  kind  with  respect  to  race, 
creed  or  color  on  the  part  of  the  management  of  the  East  Bay 
Regional  Park  District. 

2.  The  General  Manager  shall  have  the  right  to  refuse  right  to  play  on 
any  golf  course  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  to  any  person  or  persons  known  to  have  committed  any  act 
of  vandalism  on  a  golf  course  under  the  jurisdiction  of    the  East  Bay 
Regional  Park  District  or  to  any  person  or  persons  who  refuses  to 
observe  rules  of  play  as  set  forth  below,    or  who  owes  money  to  the 
East  Bay     Regional  Park  District  or  cashes  a  bad  check  at  the  office 
of  a  Golf  Course  and  does  not  make  it  good  upon  demand. 

3.  General  rules  of  play  to  be  observed  at  golf  courses  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  are  as  follows: 
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(a)  Practicing  must  be  limited  to  practice  putting  greens,    driving 
ranges  or  chipping  areas. 

(b)  Divots  must  be  replaced. 

(c)  Players  will  be  grouped  into  foursomes  and  started  by  the 
Official  Starter. 

(d)  Golfers  shall  not  drive  into  players  ahead  of  them. 

(e)  Buying  or   selling  golf  balls,    golf  clubs,    golf  attire,    etc.  ,    shall 
be  limited    to  the  Golf  Pro  Shop. 

(f)  Players  looking  for  lost  golf  balls,    or  holding  up  play,    must 
signal  the  following  players  to  play  through,    provided  the  green 
ahead  is  clear.       They  shall  not  continue  play  until  the  green 
ahead  is  clear. 

(g)  All  golfers  playing  the  Regional  Park  golf  courses  are  required 
to  register  at  the  golf  course  office  and  to  have  in  their 
possession  while  playing  on  the  golf  course  a  receipt  indicating 
payment  of  the  greens  fee. 

(h)         Golf  bags  must  not  be  laid  on  the  putting  green. 

(i)         Each  golfer  is  permitted  to  play  one  golf  ball  only. 

(j)         Persons  wearing  high-heeled  shoes  are  not  allowed  on  the  golf 

course, 
(k)        Golfers  must  take  precautions  for  the  safety  of  others  playing 

the  course. 
(1)         Children  under  ten  years  of  age  are  not  permitted  on  the  course, 

unless  they  are  capable  of  playing  golf  and  are  accompanied  by 

an  adult.       Children  under  ten    may  be  asked  by  the  management 

to    play  on  certain  days  or  hours  in  order  to  facilitate  play  by 

adults, 
(m)       Dogs  or  other  pets  are  not  allowed  on  the  course, 
(n)        Sand  traps  are  to  be  raked  and  smoothed  by  golfers  playing 

from  them  before  taking  the  next  shot, 
(o)         No  player  is  allowed  on  the  course  without  a  golf  bag  and  clubs, 
(p)        Matches  must  start  from  the  first  tee,    unless  otherwise 

arranged  with  the  Starter, 
(q)         Tee  shots  must  be  played  between  tee  markers. 
(r)         Players  must  wear  spiked  shoes  or  rubbers  with  molded  spikes, 

or  shoes  that  will  provide  safe  play  as  approved  by     the 

supervisor  of  the  course, 
(s)         Use  of  motorized  golf  carts  and  pull  carts  are  permitted,    unless 

the  golf  course  conditions   prohibits  their  use.     Such  carts  must 

stay  on  prescribed  paths  or  30  feet  from  tees  and  greens. 

A  person  wishing  to  play  golf  on  a  golf  course  within  the  boundaries 
of  a  Regional  Park  must  first  obtain    a  golf  playing  ticket  from  the 
Starter  or  Manager  of  the  particular  golf  course  on  which  he  or  she 
wishes  to  play.     The  golf  playing  ticket  is  good  only  for  the  particular 
day  said  person  wishes  to  play.       Monthly  tickets  or  courtesy  cards 
in  the  name  of  the  golfer  and  signed  by  the  General  Manager  or  an 
authorized  representative  or  officer  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  will  be  honored  according  to  the  terms  thereon.

NEW  BUSINESS 


®    Discussion  of  Retirement  Plans  .       The  General  Manager  and  the  Controller 
advised  that  recognizing  the  weaknesses  of  our  present  retirement  plan,   a 
committee  had  been  set  up  about  four  months  ago  to  review  various  retirement 
plans.       This  committee  comprised  of  two  union  members,    one    supervisor, 
one  department  head  a  nd    an  outside  man  as  consultant.     Mr.   Nat    Levy 
served  as  consultant.       He  is  not  connected  in  any  way  with  any  insurance 
company.       In  the  final  analysis  two  plans  seemed  to  best  meet  the  needs  of 

the  District Occidental,   which  company  carries  our  present  plan  and 

Massachusetts  Mutual. 

Agents  representing  both  companies  were  invited  to  the  meeting  for  separate 
discussions  and  questioning  by  the  Board.       Glen  Slaughter,   an  independent 
consultant,   who  arranged  our  original  plan,   presented  the  proposed 
Occidental  Plan  and  Jack  Gravelle  and  Joe  Scott  made  a  presentation  of  the 
Massachusetts  Mutual  Plan. 

After  discussion  with  the     representatives  of  the    two  plans,   the  Board 
decided  that  most  careful  consideration  should  be  given    this  matter  and 
that  further  discussion     would  be  made  at  a  later  Board  meeting.       Mr. 
Slaughter  was  asked  to  obtain  copies  of  a  formal    proposal  from  Occidental 
for  the  Board  members  to  study.       This  Mr.    Slaughter  agreed  to  do. 

(B)    The  General  Manager  assured  the  Board  in  response  to  a  letter  dated 

September  13,    1963,   from  Director  Roeding  that  future  plans  of  the  District 
have  been  carefully  coordinated  with  the  5£  tax  increase,   taking  into 
consideration  the  fact  that  this  money  would  not  be  available  to  the  District 
after  the  five  year  period.        The  General  Manager  indicated  that  a  new  five 
year  budget  would  be  presented  to  the  Board  reflecting  a  stable  financial 
condition  after  the  seminar  planned  later  this  month. 

©    General  Manager  endorsing  worthwhile  park  and  conservation  projects. 

The  General  Manager  requested  direction  from  the  Board  on  endorsing 
worthwhile  conservation  projects   and  specifically    nentioned  the  area  across 
the  Potomac  from  Mount  Vernon    which  was  in  danger  of  being  released  for 
buildinC  speculation.       Although  this  was  not  a  local  park  problem,   the 
General  Manager  felt  that  this  was  a  matter  on  which  all  park  people  should 
take  a  stand.       The  Board  authorized  the  General  Manager  to  work  on  the 
Mt.   Vernon  project,    but  felt  that  the  General  Manager  should  present  to  the 
Board  for  study  a  set  of  criteria  under  which  the  General  Manager  would 
feel  free  to  endorse  a  work  or  conservation  project.       Projects  outside  the 
scope  of  these  criteria  would  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval. 

D/    The  Board  read  with  interest  a  letter  from  Wolfgang  S.   Homburger  regard- 
ing annexation  of  Kensington       and  Park  Hills  to  the  District  and  some 
personal  thoughts  relative  to  charges  for  non-residents  entering  regional 
parks.       As  the  Board  could  not  legally  promr*  .    such  annexation,   no  action 
was  taken  other  than  to  acknowledge  the  letter.

Freeway  between  Nimitz  Freeway  and  U.    S.    Highway  50,   indicating  that 
at  a    meeting    held  on  October   10th,   the  Alameda  County  Flood  Control 
approved  the  "E"  route  recommended  by  the  State  Division  of  Highways.

D.  Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills  Aquatic  Park.       The  General  Manager 
indicated  that  progress  was  being  made  and  that  interested  cities  are 
recognizing  more  and  more  the  need  for  regional  activity.       Mr.   George 
Gatter    of  Wilsey,   Ham  &  Blair,   consultants,   had  according  to  the  General 
Manager  made  a  careful  evaluation    and  analysis    between  a  regional 
development    and  an  int  egrated  development  on  the  basis  of  its  value  to  the 

a,   both  in  assessed  valuation,   taxes  and  in  user  benefits  and  had  corne 
up  with  the  conclusion  that  the  regional  development  would  create    in  user 
benefit  and  increased  faxes  from  increased  valuation  of  adjacent  develop- 
ment,  approximately  18  million  dwlln»s-of  added    revenue  per  year. 
Developing  the  area  with  only  industry  integrated  into  a  limited  residential 
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development  as  suggested  by  Fremont,   would  create  approximately  3 
million  dollars  of  additional  revenue.       As  a  result  of  this  General  Manager 
Mott  felt  that  before  the  matter  is  concluded,    Fremont  may  very  well  vote

Employee  Retirement  Program.     The  Controller  introduced  John 
Tapson  and  Jack  Gravelle  to  the  Board.       These  men  had  been  invited 
to  attend  this  meeting  to  answer  any  questions  which  the  Board  may 
have  had  relative  to  the  Massachusetts  Mutual  Retirement  Plan.     As 
Mr.    Mott  indicated,    our  present  retirement  plan  lacked  a  survivor's 
or  widow's  benefit,   that  the  election  of  benefit  payments  upon  retirement 
which  had  to  be  made  two  years  prior  to  retirement  appeared  to  be  too 
far  in  advance  of   retirement  and  employee  participation  in  the  plan  was 
not  a  feature.     Mr.    Mott  indicated  that  contributions  by  employees  to 
the  plan  had  actually  been  suggested  by     the  employees  themselves  to 
provide  them  with  additional  benefits  to  the  present  retirement  program 
The  present  plan  is  paid  for  entirely  by  the  District. 
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Mr.    Tapson  reviewed  the  Massachusetts  Mutual  Plan.     This  plan 
provides  that  an  employee  becomes  eligible  for  the  plan  after  five 
years  of  service  and  includes  a  survivor's  benefit  of  fifty  times  the 
anticipated  amount  of  monthly  retirement.     Mr.    Mott  asked  Mr. 
Tapson  whether  or  not  the  plan  could  be  adjusted  in  relation  to  possible 
Social  Security  changes  and  was  advised  that  the  plan  could  always  be 
revised  and  would,    in  fact,    be  reviewed  frequently  to  see  if  it  can  be 
improved  upon  or  changed  to  the  District's  advantage. 

Mr.    Tapson  stated  that  their  presentation  was  based  on  a  3-1/2% 
interest  rate,    although  this  last  year's  interest  payment  was  actually 
5.  41%.        It  would  cost  the  District  approximately  $4200.  00  to  switch 
to  the  Massachusetts  Mutual  Plan,    but  that  this  cost  is  paid  out  through 
increased  earnings. 

Mr.    Mott  in  analyzing  the  two  separate  plans  before  the  Board  stated 
that  Massachusetts  Mutual' s  approach  was  based  on  the  last  five    years 
earnings  of  the  employee,    opposed  to  the  average  over-all  earnings 
of  the  employee  as  was  submitted  by  Occidental  Life  Insurance  Co. 

Cash  out  option  of  the  employees  was  questioned  by  the  Board  and  it 
was  generally  felt  that  perhaps  this  was  not  a  satisfactory  approach  as 
the  plan  was  primarily  set  up  to  provide  the  employee  with  a  retirement 
benefit  for  his  old  age,    after  he  leaves  the  District.  The  Board 

requested  Mr.    Mott  to  obtain  a  statement  from  the  employees  relative 
to  suggested  changes  in  the  program  and  that  further  consideration 
would  be    given  to  the  program  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  on  December   17,    1963. 

III.        ADJOURNMENT

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IV.  FINANCIAL  REPORT 

Mr.    David  McCarroll  of  the  auditing  firm  of  Green,   McMahon  &  McCarroIl, 
;V  r~  who  recently  completed  an  audit  of  the  Park  District  books,    reviewed  the 

Financial  Statements  which  they  had  prepared  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,    1963.      He  indicated  that  the  audit  report  had  been  presented  on  a 
fund  basis,   which  is  the  normal  accounting  method  used  by  governmental 
agencies,   school  districts,   etc.       The  District  books  have  been  set  up  on  the 
basis  of  three  separate  fund  accounts: 

(1)  The  General  Fund  -  accounting  for  tax  revenues,  lease  income  and 
other  District  revenue  and  expenses  for  normal  operations  and  for 
capital  outlays. 
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(2)  The  Auxiliary  FiMad't  accounting  for  all  revenue  producing  facilities 
and  wouljd  includeitWose  revenue  producing  facilities  in  which  park 
labor  is  "involved."' 

(3)  The  Park  Facilities  Fund  -  which  is  a  record  of  land  values,   buildings 
and  improvements  and  equipment  of  the  District.       Completed  projects 
are  transferred  to  this  fund  for  record  keeping  purposes  and  as  a  , 
permanent  historical  record.        ...A;1'..    _!.  — 

General  Manager  Mott  concurred  with  Mr;   McCarroll'^  recommendation  to 
carry  the  financial  program  in  these  three  separate  accounts  rather  than  in 
one  general  account  and  requested  authorization  of  the  Board  to  carry  the 
District  books  on  this  basis,    commencing  this  fiscal  year,  July  1,    1963. 

The  Controller  showed  the  Board  samples  of  the  November  trial  run  of 
warrants  by  UNIVAC,    compared  to  our  present  method  of  recording.       All 
Directors  agreed  that  this  method  of  preparing  the  basic  accounting  data  was 
an  excellent'buy.  •    "ft

B.  Retirement  Program  .       Further  discussion  was  had  relative  to  the 

merits  of  both  Occidental's  and  Massachusetts  Mutual1  s  retirement 
plans.        The  Controller  indicated  that  employee  approval  of  a  2%    pay- 
roll deduction  for  retir  ement  funding  had  been  received.     The 
Controller  also  presented  facts  about  the  State  of  California  retirement 
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program. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Board  was  unable  to  reach  a  decision  relative  to 
which  plan  should  be  adopted,   President  Robert  G.   Sproul  suggested

C.  Garin  Property.       General  Manager  Mott  read  the  following  letter  from 

the  Hayward  Area  Recreation  and  Park  District: 

Dear  Dr.   Sproul: 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Hayward  Area  Recreation 
and  Park  District,   it  gives  me  utmost  pleasure  to  congratulate  you  and 
the  other  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District  on  your  having  agreed  to  acquire  some  500  acres  of  the 
Garin  Ranch  as  a  Regional  Park  site. 


As  previously  expressed  and  recommended  to  you,    our  extensive 
studies  of  this  property  lead  us  to  the  firm  conclusion  that  this  property 
is  highly  suitable  for  development  as  a  regional  park  and  that  such  a 
park  is  needed  by  the  citizens  of  this  community. 

V/e  feel  that  a  park  of  the  type  you  visualize,   adjacent  to  the  State 
College,   will  preserve  and  establish  a  beautiful  greenbelt  and  nature 
area,   will  serve  this  commun  ity  as  only  an  extensive  park  area  can, 
and  will  perfectly  complement  the  community  and  neighborhood  parks 
being  acquired  and  constructed  by  our  District. 
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Please  be  assured  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Hayward  Area 
Recreation  and  Park  District  and  our  staff  will  be  most  happy  to  assist 
and  cooperate  with  you  and  your  staff  in  your  efforts  to  develop  this 
property  into  an  outstanding  extension  of  your  system  of  regional  parks 
and  to  make  our  area  into  a  better  place  to  live.

The  Board  requested  General  Manager  Mott  to  get  a  letter  of  commit- 
ment from  Mr.    Garin  indicating  agreement  to  the  price,   approximate 
acreage  involved,   terms  of  sale,   interest  rate  and  so  forth. 

Director  Roeding  reminded  the  Board,   now  that  the  District  is  ready  to 
move  forward,   that  a  visit  should  be  made  to  inspect  the  Meyers 
property.

General  Manager  Mott  stated  that  the  basic  program  prepared  at  their 
out-of-town  seminar  in  October  was  based  on  the  following  concepts: 

1.  Each  regional  park  will  be  developed  to  accent  and  emphasize  the 
particular  quality  of  that  regional  park  -  its  topography  and  geo- 
graphy,  its  habitat,   plant  materials,   location  and  so  forth. 

2.  Each  regional  park  will  have  its  buildings  and  concessions  in  a 
cluster  type  development,  with  as  much  of  the  area  as  possible 
kept  in  its  natural  state  for  the  public  to  hike,    explore  and  enjoy. 

3.  Each  park  has  been  predicated  on  the     idea  that  the  park  and  the 
development  within  each  park  will  be  planned  for  a  maximum  of 
people.       V/hen  the  capacity  of  the  park  or  area  within  the  park  is 
reached,   it  would  be  closed  so  that  neither  the  park  nor  area  within 
the  park  will  be  worn  out  by  overcrowding.        It  is  planned  to 
control  access  to  all  parks  so  that  security,   protection  and 
preservation  can  be  controlled. 

Cuality  and  careful  planning,    including  sites  for  specialized  interests, 
would  be  emphasized.       This  program,    under  the  theme  'Toward  1964- 
1969"  was  presented  to  the  Board  by  a  series  of  eight  charts  -  one  for 
each  of  the  eight  regional  parks  operated  by  the  District.     General 
Manager  Mott  and  Mr.    Luckman  of  the  Plans,    Designs  and  Construction 
Department  made  detailed  comments  describing  the  development  of  each 
park. 

General  Manager  Mott  advised  that  a  complete  prospectus  would  be 
prepared  and  distributed  to  the  Board.

Botanic  Garden . 


Representatives  of  the  Friends  of  the  Regional 


Parks  Botanic  Garden  and  the  Citizens  .  Committee  for  Tildcn  Park 
were  present.        It  v/as  evident  that  affection  and  feeling  was  strong 
about  preserving,   enlarging  and  retaining  the  Botanic  Garden  in    .; 
Tilden  Regional  Park.  •  -: 

Walter  Knight  and  P.imo  Bacigalupi  of  the  Friends  introduced  a 
letter  which  was  read  by  the  Board.  Mrs.   Marion  Copley, 

Chairman  of  the  Citizens  Committee  spoke  at  length  on  the  preserva- 
tion and  expansion  of  the  garden  in  Tilden.      Mrs.  James  Cason  of 
the  Berkeley  Garden  Club  and  Mrs.   Richard  Q.    Roemer  also  spoke 
on  behalf  of  the  Tilden  garden  .  Petitions  were  presented  to  the 

Board  containing  more  than  1500  signatures  protesting  any  removal 
of  the  garden  in  Tilden  Park  to  another  area  and  petitioning  that  it 
be  maintained  and  expanded  in  its  present  site  and  in  land  adjoining 
it. 


A  log  of  the  garden  for  March  and  April  passed  to  the  board  listed 
visitors  from  Tehran,  Iran,   Mexico,  Norway,   Belgium,  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,   Massachusetts,   Illinois  and  other  states,   as  well  as 
most  of  the  California  cities,  most  of  whom  expressed  delight, 
pleasure  and  enjoyment  on  the  beauty  of  the  garden.     The  botanic 
value  of  the  garden  is  recognized  by  educators  everywhere. 

After  a  verbal  barrage  directed  at  the  General  Manager,   the  General 
Manager  indicated  that  he  felt  a  botanic  garden,   particularly  the 
preservation  of  our  native  species  and  building  up     of  related 
communities  of  plants  is  extremely  important  and  wanted  to  carry 
out  such  a  program  on  the  same     Hgh  level  as  other  park  projects, 
and  until  suggestions  and  recommendations  can  be  evaluated  no 
definite  decision  can  be  made.       It  was  never  contemplated  that  the 
garden  in  Tilden  would  be  destroyed.      But,  until  a  decision  and  a 
definite  plan  could  be  m?.de  for  the  garden,   he  felt  it  was  improper 
to  spend  the  taxpayer's  money  until  we  know  what  direction  we  are 
going. 

The  General  Manager  indicated  that  at  the  present  time  the  district 
could  not  support  two  botanic  gardens  and  if  a  final  decision  is  made 
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to  locate  the  botanic  garden  elsewhere,   the  present  garden  would 
be  maintained  as  part  of  the  park  scene  and  would  be  just  as  attrac- 
tive and  just  as  worthwhile  as  the  present  botanic  garden,   but  it 
would  not  have  other  facilities  such  as  a  library,   greenhouse,   a 
prime  meeting  room  and  a  place  for  putting  on  Ilov/er  displays  and 
so  forth. 

The  General  Manager  indicated  h?  wished  to  have  a  sincere  closer 
working  relationship  with  the  groups  in  an  attempt  to  develop  a 
botanic  garden  of  outstanding  merit. 

Preliminary  plans  for  possible  expansion  of  the  garden  were  shown 
and  Dr.   Sproul  indicated  that  the  board  v/ouid  be  more  than  willing 
to  take  a  field  trip  to  the  garden  in  Tilden  and  hoped  that  arrange- 
ments could  be  made  to  take  such  a  trip  by  the  members  in  June. 

Because  of  the  long  agenda  further  discussion  on  this  subject  was    ' 
postponed  for  the  present. 

Note:      Mrs.   Copley's  report  and  other  data  on  this  subject  are  on  file 

at  the  District  office,   including  the  above  mentioned  petitions  and 
copies  of  the  log  register  for  the  garden. 

B'  Retirement  Program  .     Dr.   Tyndall's  recommendations  relative 

to  the  retirement  program  had  been  reviewed  by  Glen  Slaughter 
and  Occidental  Life  Insurance  Co.   and  their  report  was  presented 
to  the  board.      However,   as  the  board  members  did  not  have  time 
to  study  this  report  prior  to  the  meeting,   it  was  moved  by  President 
Sproul  and  concurred  by  the  directors  that  the  matter  be  studied 
further  and  included  on  the  June  agenda.

The  permit  shall  entitle  the  owner  of  the  boat 
to  operate  the  boat  in  those  lakes,   reservoirs,    streams  or  bodies  of  water 
owned,   operated,   controlled  or  managed  by  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  which  have  been  approved  for  prvvate  boat  use, 

3.  All  persons  shall  operate  their  boats  in  a  manner  that  is  reasonable  and 
prudent,  having  due  regard  for  the  rights  and  safety  of  others  and  in  no  case 
endangering  the  life,   limber  or  property  of  any  person. 

4.  No  boat  of  any  kind  shall  at  any  time  carry  passengers  beyond  its  safe  capacity, 
nor  shall'  boats  be   operated  when  weather  conditions  make  operating  unsafe  as 
determined  by  the  General  Manager  or  his  authorized  representative. 

5.  Persons  may  operate  their  boats  between  the  hours  of  0:00  A.M.   and  one 
hour  before  Sunset. 

6.  No  gasoline  motor  of  any  kind  shall  be  used  to  propel  a  private  boat  of  any 
kind  on  Temescal,  Anza,   Don  Castro,   Cull  or  Chabot  Lakes.      On  lakes 
where  motor  boats  are  permitted,  no  person  shall  operate  a  boat  unless  the 
motor  for  said  boat  is  equipped  with  a  muffling  device  which  is  in  constant

9.  No  .  oat  shall  land  on  the  shore  of  a  lake,   reservoir,   stream  or  other  body  of 
water  or  island  within  a  body  of  water,    except  at  locations  specifically 
designated  as  la;  .rcas.      Providing,  however,   th  at  in  ca«?e  of  an 
emergency  landing  or  beaching  at  a  location  other  than  a  specifically

Carpenter,  former  Golf  Course  Manager  at  Tilden  Golf  Course,     which  was 
dated  June  9,    1964: 

"     Dear  Mr.  Mot:: 

Thank  you  for  your  very  nice  letter  of  May  6th,   and  the  offer  of  your  signature 
to  a  recommendation*      I  do  appreciate  this,   and  should  it  be  needed,  I  shall  not 
hesitate  to  communicate  with  you. 

My  decision  to  retire  from  the  Park  District  was  not  easy  to  make  especially 
now,  when  I  see  our  beautiful  parks  being  developed  so  effectively  under  your 
expert  guidance. 

Actually  my  decision  was  made  under  duress,   and  after  careful  analysis  of  the 
only  alternative  offered  me  by  your  representatives  Mr,  Herman  and  Mr.   Laird. 
This  offer  was  made  verbfclly  at  a  meeting  with  these  park  executives  on  March  24, 
attended  also  by  W.   C.  Jewell  and  Jack  Houston. 

Mr.   Herman  stated  that  our  positions  v/ould  be  eliminated  on  June  1st  by 
decision  of  the  Board  of  Directors.      In  response  to  a  query  concerning  alternative 
employment  to  employees  of  long  standing,   Mr.   Herman  replied  that  the  best  he 
could  offer  any  of  us  was  a  temporary  park  workman's  position,   with  no  surety  of 
permanent  employment. 

Mr.    Laird  supplemented  these  remarks  with  comment  that  he  intended  to  get 
rid  of  deadwood  existing  in  the  District,   as  well  as  personnel  who  habitually 
absented  themselves  from  work  either  before  or  after  their  days  off,  because  of 
hangover?.       These  remarks  were  not  well  received  by  rae(   or  the  starters  fi4 

present,   whose  work  records  are  well  known  to  me  to  be  generally  good,      i  K 

J  f-eel  that  Mr.    Laird,   an  employee  then  of  one  month's  standing,    should  have 
checked  the  work  records  of  all  present  before  offering  these  gratuitous  insults. 
For  myself,   I  have  absented  myself  from  work  only  twice  in  ten;    years,   both  times 
for  medical  and  surgical  reasons. 

On  consideration  of  these  facts,   I  am  sure  you  must  agree  that  I  took  the  only 
course  of  action  open  to  anyone  with  a  deep  sense  of  pride  in  what  he  has  been 
able  to  accomplish  during  the  last  ten  years  for  the  Parks.      What  was  offered 
to  me  seems  a  very  shoddy  return  for  the  loyalty  I  have  given  the  Parks  and  my 
superiors  at  all  times, 

I  respectfully  request  that  this  letter  be  read  into  the  minutes  of  the  next  Board 
of  Directors  meeting,   and  that  my  resignation  be  announced  to  the  press  in  the 

interest  of  fair  play.

General  Manager  Mott  indicated  that  every  effort  is  made  to  see  that 
all  employees  are  treated  fairly  and  properly,   and  it  is  unfortunate 
that  there  may  have  been  any  rni  sunder  standing  on  Mr,   Cai.penter'3 
part  regarding  the  handling  of  this  case. 

At  this  point,   Parry  Laird,   the  District  Sriperintendent,   requested  thdt 
his  own  remarks  be  included  in  the  official  minutes.      His  remarks  and 
those  of  Mr.   Herman  are  reported  below  regarding  the  comments  made 
in  Mr.   Carpenter's  letter: 

Comments  from  Parry  Laird: 
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"     In  regard  to  the  letter  which  Mr.   Carpenter  has  sent  to  you,   he  has  stated 
only  partially  what  I  said  at  the  meeting.      I  told  all  employees  present  that  as 
the  district  expanded  it  would  be  necessary  for  employees  of  the  district  to  be 
technically  proficient  in  their  jobs.      This  raising  of  the  standards  of  the  employee! 
would  be  accomplished  in  the  following  maimer: 

1.  Hiring  new  park  workmen  who  have  two  years  of  college  or  more. 

2.  The  installation  of  an  in-service  training  program  to  upgrade  the  working 
knowledge  of  the  present  crew. 

I  further  stated  that  unless  the  existing  employees  ;of  the  district  took  advantage 
of  all  available  educational  programs  to  increase  their  park  knowledge  that  I 
would  have  only  one  alternative  and  that  would  be  to,   as  Mr.   Carpenter  states, 
get  rid  of  the  "dead  wood". 

I  further  stated  at  the  meeting  that  I  would  not  tolerate  any  employee  either 
drinking  on  or  off  the  job  that  would  in  any  way  impair  his  work  for  the  district. 
If  an  exnployee  did  not  have  a  significant  drinking  problem,   than  this  statement 
should  not  have  been  insulting  to  anyone  at  that  meeting.      I  did  not  direct  my 
remarks  to  anyy  particular  individual  but  rather  I  directed  my  Remarks  to  all 
park  personnel  in  my  department.      " 

Comments  from  Mr;   Herman: 

"     Mr*   Carpenter's  comments  are  basically  correct*      As  a  wore!  of  explanation 
when  the  Board  of  Directors  eliminated  all  positions  related  to  the  starters^  this 
included  the  position  of  Golf  Course  Manager,  v/ho  in  reality  was  the  supervisor 
of  the  starters.      At  the  time  that  I  talked  to  the  starters  and  other  persons  in 
relation  to  the  starting  function,   including  Jack  Houston,   C.  W.   Jewell  and  Parry 
Laird,   I  commented  directly  to  Maury  that  every  effort  would  be  made  to  retain 
his  services  in  some  position  in  the  park.      I  asked  him  to  please  come  in  and 
talk  to  me  about  it,   as  to  different  positions  that  could  be  available.      He  indicated 
to  me  that  he  had  a  number  of  years  with  the  London  Police  Department,  tbat  he 
thought  he  might  be  useful  in  the  Ranger  program,      I  indicated  to  him  that  we 
could  discuss  this  possibility.       The  next  word  I  heard  from  Maury    was  the 
receipt  of  his  letter  of  resignation." 

It  was  moved  by  Director  "V.'oolridge  and  seconded    by  Director  Roeding 
that  Mr.   Carpenter's  letter  and  Mr.   Herman's  and  Mr,    Laird's  comments 
be  made  a  part  of  the  official  minutes. 

Z.      Increase  in  Mileage  Rates.Allowance. 

This  subject  was  postponed  for  further  discussion  during  the  July  21st 
meeting.      No  action  was  taken  at  this  time  to  increase  the  employee 
allowance  for  use  of  their  own  automobiles  in  the  conduct  of  park  district 
business.
